Glanford Aviation Services Ltd. never did commence construction for the Fixed Based Operation 
Facility nor have they paid any rent. 


BACKGROUND: 


This office is in receipt of a letter from Glanford Aviation Services indicating that due to the 
length of time of negotiations between themselves and their anticipated partners in this venture, 
they have not been able to finalize as yet.

BACKGROUND: 


Attached to this report is the Hamilton Airport Passenger Embarkation Totals for 1989, 1990 
and 1991. 


The total figures represent passengers departing from this airport only, so that the total amount 
of passengers embarking and disembarking would be double the total. 


You will note that the total passenger embarkations for 1989 was 72,888, in 1990 - 55,934 and 
in 1991 - 32,455. The decrease from 1989 to 1990 was mainly due to the cancellation of the 
National flights to London, England and Brussels, Belgium. The decrease from 1990 to 1991 
was due to the cancellation of Florida winter charters and the departure of Canadian Partner and 
the present state of the economy. 


We anticipate that the current trend of passenger decreases over the last three years will not 
continue in 1992 but will be stabilized by the success of Air Laurentian’s and Pem Air’s flights 
to Ottawa and their proposals to extend their service to Montreal.

In respect of my plans for a township museum, I have for the past two 
years made certain arrangements for collections and the storage of donated artifacts 
which have been entrusted to me for safe keeping.

It was brought surprisingly to my attention by two of my museum 
volunteers that on the 20th. of December they intercepted two individuals that were 
trespassing on the property. When confronted, they were attempting entry to buildings 
and vehicles and explained that they were estimators fa a demolition company. In view 
of the alarming wave of vandalism and breakins occuring in the township, my people 
were understandably concermed and brought the matter to my attention. 

It is now my understanding, after having spoken with Mr. McSwain 
Operations eoaoee at the airport and others, that there is some form of land transfer 
being negotiated between the Ministry of Transport and the Hamilton Airport, the 
details of which have never been discussed with me. Since I have maintained the site 
under an agreement with you since the fall of 1990. I would expect out of courtesy 
that I should not have to rely on third party information when dealing with such a 


critically important issue. 


You will recall that over a year ago, I described to you my intentions 


to use the site and its buildings for a storage and restoration site for the new 
Glanbrook Township Museum. It was agreed upon that I could take possession of the 
property for a small nominal rent with the provision that I maintain the grounds 
and keep the laneway clear in the event it was required as a crash access route. 
I have installed at my own expense, a large frost gate with a crash shackle to 
permit the entry of emergency vehicles as well as upgrading the electrical system 
in the storage building. Large well constructed metal skins have been applied to 
doors to the storage building which as you will recall were quite derelict. As agreed 
upon, we have supplied a triplex mower and man power to keep the grass cut on the 
property and in doing so have enjoyed a good relationship with our neighbours. 

In view of this unfortunate occurance on the 20th. of December, I suggest 
that the Ministry at least afford me the courtesy of a explanation of their plans 
prior to any form of physical activity taking place on the site.It must be apprec- e 
iated by the ministry, the responsibility I have in maintaining the property while 
under my control. 

Because the buildings are essential to the forthcoming plans for the new 
Glanbrook Museum, I request of you that all plans for demolition be held in obeyance 
until I have had sufficient time to 

A. make lease arrangement with the new landlord 
B. negotiate sufficient time to relocate storage

This undated 12 word stafément is 
painted on the lobby wall of the 
Transport Canada administration building 
at Pearson Airport. Considering what’s 
happened to travellers moving in and out 
during the past decade, the statement 
carries a distinctly hollow sound and is 
reminiscent of various non-delivered 

political promises of the past. 
DH sonciheless the wheels are turning and 

the clock ticking as the federal 
government grapples with the need to 
expand the runways at Pearson to handle 
the increased traffic while still addressing 
the concerns of the people living nearby. 


Airports are big, busy vital facilities for 
great cities. Once a metropolitan area 
grows to between 8 - 10 million it 
usually requires 2 airports (why Montreal 
has 2... don’t know). 


The GTA is presently caught below that 
criterion - considering population 
projections until 2011. Hamilton Airport 
has just not worked out as a secondary 
facility to Pearson...it does not generate 
traffic. This leaves expansion of 3 
runways at Pearson as the logical solution 
and this subject 1s currently undergoing 
public hearings by a_ federal 
environmental assessment and review 
panel. The panel will forward its 
recommendations to the federal Minister 
p' Environment and Transport.

IS A MODERN AIRPORT A MISSION IMPOSSIBLE 


LOCATION AND HISTORY 


Unless you use Pearson regularly or live 
in the western section of the GTA, the 
exact dimensions and location of Pearson 
remain a mystery to only be fathomed 
regularly by taxi and limousine drivers. 
This major generation of economic 
activity for Southern Ontario began from 
the modest inauguration of Malton 
Airport in 1938 with two hard-surfaced 
runways and a grass stnp, Pearson now 
ranks among the 20 busiest airports in the 
world. More than 60 airlines connect to 
over 300 destinations through here. It 
handles more passenger traffic than the 
next three busiest Canadian airports 
together, namely Vancouver, Dorval and 
Calgary.

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movements increased from 6.4 million to 
20.7 million and aircraft movements grew 
from about 175 thousand to 350 
thousand. Despite this rapid growth, no 
additions to the runway system have been 
made in close to twenty years. 


Being an Etobian, it didn’t take me long 
to journey up there recently to meet Merv 
Couse and interview Naren Doshi of 
Transport Canada to find out what 
happens if approval is denied or 
drastically altered. Actually, Couse and 
I have been discussing the need to get a 
large project going to help “quick dump” 
the recession. Couse contended that if 
Pearson didn’t expand quickly and 
decisively Pickering would have to be 
revived in great haste. (Federal elections 
require announcements of scope and 
simplicity.) He suggested and [| 
concurred that our UDI members would 
be interested in the subject. 


BOOST TO THE ECONOMY 


Good things first. Studies show that 
Pearson accounts for 56,000 
jobs...16,000 in the airport area and 
40,000 in the immediate surroundings and 
this doesn’t count the hospitality 
businesses in the GTA. Additional 
runways mean over the next 20 years that 
7,000 new jobs would be created. The 
runways could also generate more than 
$9 billion in business revenue, $3.8 
billion in wages and $2.9 billion in tax 
revenues for municipal, provincial and 
federal governments. 


The Metropolitan Toronto Convention 


and Tourist Bureau is well aware of the 
complaints about our airport’s limitations. 
As a result, they presented a brief to the 
panel listing the economic benefits and 
the absolute necessity of a first rate 
airport. 


WHAT IS PROPOSED AND WHY 


Traffic movements increased so 
dramatically during the 80’s that, besides 
the need for a Third Terminal, there was 
the problem of congestion and delay that 
was further compounded by a shortage of 
air traffic controllers. (We won’t talk 
here about the work to rule activities of 
these wonderful public servants.) By 
1988 the problem had become so severe 
that our reputation as a desirable place to 
visit and conduct business was in 
jeopardy. Three runways are proposed 
and will carry special restrictions as to 
use so as to limit noise impact. 


Proposed North-South Runway 


Use would be primarily limited to 
landings. | Operational considerations 
would be used for less than five per cent 
of Pearson’s annual operations. 


Proposed East-West Runway in Northern 
Location 


Under the restrictions, this runway would 
be used only for arrivals from the west 
and departures to the west. Take-offs 
and landings from the east are not 
possible because of physical obstructions. 


Proposed East-West Runway in Southem 
Location 


This would be used pnimanlly for arrivals 
from the west and the east. 


NEW AIRCRAFT 


As might be expected, the new generation 
of super jets are quiet. The noise 
footprints of the new Chapter 3 aircraft 
are only about one-tenth as large as those 
of earlier jets. “By the tum of. the 


- century, almost all jet traffic at Pearson 


will be composed of these new quieter 
aircraft. The Chapter 3 aircraft, such as 
the Airbus 320, also are much cleaner: 
they burn fuel more efficiently and can 
climb much more rapidly. In this way, 
noise levels and emissions are reduced. 


PICKERING AS AN ALTERNATIVE 


Heaven forbid that this plan should be 
turned down, but you never know and 
alternatives need to be discussed. Not to 
be cynical, but 
intervention currently governing our life 
(Ontario Government) appear to have 
decided not to make a presentation before 
the panel. I suspect that Ed Philip, the 
NDP Minister for Industry and Trade 
would rather not have his name attached 
to a plan to kill Pearson expansion...but 
you never know. His nding sits adjacent 
to Pearson. 


The local P.C. federal MP held a news 
conference over the holiday season to 
make his objections known and 
Mississauga Council has a resolution 
opposing night landings on the proposed 
"safety stip" runway, which at best must 
be considered an election tool. 


Remember Pickering...two decades ago a 
land reserve was established for a new 
international airport. Confronted with 
NDP led opposition (Dr. Charles Godfrey 
became their champion and MPP for a 
term) the federal government gave up and 
cancelled the project even though Ontano 
had purchased thousands of acres to avoid 
speculation and build the necessary 
infrastructure. 


If forced to crank this up again, you can 
expect another 10 years for 
environmental assessment before you get 
to infrastructure and the actual 
construction. So we return to Pearson to

resolve the current capacity shortage and 
that will only do it until the turn of the 
century. 


TORONTO AS A HUB 


Pearson is a dominant player now. It 
needs immediate expansion to maintain its 
status as a hub. Once you limit 
expansion you begin to _ shrink. 
Shrinkage changes travel patterns and 
traffic goes other places. It’s a volatile 
business (air travel) and neighbouring 
U.S. cities are eagerly awaiting the 
chance to fill any vacuum caused by our 
inability to meet demand. 


AIRPORT INTENSIFICATION 


Crombie, Sewell and Grier (sounds like 
a law firm) all support intensification as 
a growth scenario for our cities. The 
logical conclusion to me is that they 
should also support the same concept for 
our international airport. 


In 1990, Mirabel handled 2,836,703 
passengers per year. and Dorval 
6,401,813. Pearson’s traffic totalled 
20,304,271 and with expansion could 
increase to 45 million by 2011. 


It seems to me that the little noticed 
hearings that start up again this month 
Carry an awesome responsibility. Let’s 
hope a decision is rendered ultimately 
that will allow the mission statement to 
be fulfilled. 


If not, there will be less and less 
passengers to tell the tale.

Budget Criteria 


Councillor H. Merling asked what criteria was used to get some of the 
essential services in the Airport Budget, and how the Ministry 
determines what should come out when it is essential to the Airport. 
In particular, he cited an instance of an outstanding amount of $25,000 
which was required as a result of clearing snow to open a runway, and 
the refusal of Transport Canada to cover this expenditure.

ILS - Runway 06 


Transport Canada staff indicated that funds are not available for the 
installation of an ILS on Runway 06. However, the Minister indicated 
that Transport Canada will assist the Region in any other way possible, 
should a proposal from the private sector be received. 


Airport staff will supply additional information to Transport Canada 
on the Polaris ILS, and Transport Canada staff will follow up with 
comments on this particular system. 


Extension of Runway 


The Minister indicated that any extension to the runway will require 
a separate Environmental Assessment Hearing. Currently, hearings of 
the Southern Ontario Airport Study will determine the overall plan for 
Southern Ontario Air Services, and it would be premature to start any 
such undertaking until the study is completed. If, in the interim, 
private enterprise is willing to assist in the funding of the runway 
extension, then Transport Canada will welcome the opportunity to look 
at other methods of creative funding. 


Marketing Plan 
Funds from the Ministry are not available to assist in implementing the 
marketing plan due to the current spending freeze. Cost-sharing is a 


possibility; however, dollars cannot be committed at this point in time. 


D. MacLean is to discuss this further with Airport staff. 
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g) Transport Canada Hangar Facility 


The Minister indicated that they have been approached from the 
private sector to construct their hangar facility at Hamilton Airport. 
The tender for this project is near completion and will be available 
within the next couple of weeks. The Ministry will be investigating the 
feasibility of building their own facility, or having the facility built by 
private enterprise and in turn, pay to lease the facility. 


The taxiway which will serve the hangar will be built to accommodate 
727 aircraft. 


The Minister expressed appreciation for the opportunity to meet with the 
Board, and viewed this meeting as a beginning rather than a one-time 
meeting, and hoped to arrange to have further meetings as required. 


OTHER BUSINESS 
Mr. Edward G. LaBahn, Region Air Manager, Canada, United Parcel Service, made a 


presentation to the Minister and indicated future expansion plans for the operation of 
United Parcel Service at Hamilton Airport.

Alternatives to the Airside Development Project at Pearson 


SOUTHERN ONTARIO AREA AIRPORTS STUDY 


The Southern Ontario Area Airports Study (SOAAS) is one part of the analysis and identification 
of aviation needs in southern Ontario. The other efforts are the L.B. Pearson International 
Airport Runway Proposal and the update to the L.B. Pearson International Airport Master Plan. 


The focus of the Southern Ontario Area Airports Study is the south central Ontario area airports 
system. This focus was described in general terms in the strategy for southern Ontario that was 
announced by the Minister of Transport on 18 August 1989: 


“Lester B. Pearson will continue as the major airport for southern Ontario, and be 
‘developed to its optimum capacity in terms of social, economic, environmental and 
transportation considerations. The other airports in southern Ontario should be developed 
to respond to the immediate demands for aviation infrastructure and ultimately be 
developed to fulfil their roles within the area airports system and eventually supplement 
the role of LBPIA." 


The study objectives are: ~. 


(1) To examine the future development of significant airports in southern Ontario excluding 
Pearson International Airport, considering the forecasts for civil aviation demand, the 
operational, economic, environmental and social impacts, and the concerns of the 
provincial and local governments, the air industry, travellers and shippers and the general 
public; 


(2) To report on long term development options for these airports; and, 


(3) To recommend future federal involvement through Transport Canada in the development 
and operation of airport facilities and services to accommodate civil aviation traffic, 
except at Pearson International Airport. 


To more closely define the scope of work for the study, a short paper was prepared on the 
Selection of Study Airports. The paper recommended a radius of approximately 100 kilometres 
from downtown Toronto be used as the study boundary. 


Within the 100 kilometre boundary there are 70 land airports, however, the vast majority of these 
facilities are private landing strips with limited opportunity for development. While all facilities 
will be catalogued, the study will initially examine 24 existing airports. The 24 existing airports 
are: Brampton, Brantford, Burlington Airpark, Buttonville, Cambridge/Reid’s Field, Downsview, 
Greenbank, Grimsby Air Park, Guelph, Hamilton, Lindsay, Markham, Nobleton, 
Oro/Barrie/Orillia, Oshawa, Peterborough, Pottageville, Rockton, St. Catharines, Stoney Creek, 
Toronto Island, Waterloo-Guelph Regional, Welland and York. Besides the existing airports, the 
boundary encompasses the federal government’s Pickering lands. The potential development of 
this site will be examined.

A Memorandum To The Minister, outlining the scope and costs of the project, received a positive 
response in late July 1991. 


The aviation forecasts contract was awarded to Moncrieff Management Ltd. on 26 July 1991. The 
firm is responsible for developing forecasts of activity for the system of airports in south central 
Ontario. The forecasts will be consistent with the official Transport Canada forecasts used in the 
preparation of the Environmental Impact Statement for the Runway Proposal and to be used in 
the Airport Master Plan update for L.B. Pearson International Airport. A model will be developed 
as part of the contract to simulate the interrelationships of traffic amongst the southern Ontario 
Airports. The model will provide a means of estimating the impact of development scenarios at 
individual airports on the surrounding airports. The first draft of the baseline forecast report is 


under teview in the Department. 


The airports’ assessment and alternatives contract was awarded to the firm Sypher:Mueller 
International Inc. on 2 August 1991. The firm is responsible for examining the capabilities and 
constraints of twenty-four airports/aerodromes and one airport sites within the study area. A 
framework for concept evaluation will be developed early in the process to provide a common 
basis on which to assess the impact of changes on the airport system and surrounding 
communities. An airport capacity analysis is being prepared for each study airport in support of 
the Pearson Runway proposal. The completion of the Airports’ Assessment and Alternatives task 
is linked to a decision on the Pearson runway proposal 


A consultation framework for the study has been prepared. Letters (105) announcing the study 
were sent to all of the airports and the surrounding communities on 12 August. 1991. Interviews 
were conducted by Sypher:Mueller with study airport operators and host communities in 
December, 1991. j 


A review of existing past Studies on the study area airports has been completed. An annotated 
bibliography has been prepared extracting findings and recommendations of the studies. The 
document will be updated throughout the study. 


The SOAAS visual database, containing 24 study sites, has been created using the Microsoft 
Flight Simulator and Scenery Design computer program. Additions and/or modifications to airport 
facilities can be simulated using the database, and the program will also function as a public 
relations tool to generate support for the project.

BACKGROUND: 


Ernst & Young have issued their final statement of account for the 1990 fiscal year. The 
total audit charges incurred are consistent with their proposal submitted in 1990 and 
approved by By-Law R90-108 which provided for a basic fee of $99,000 plus related out-of- 
pocket disbursements and GST. 


SUBJECT: External Audit Fees Page -2- 
BACKGROUND: (cont’d) 


The audit proposal also provided for an annual fee estimate to be provided prior to the start 
of subsequent years’ audit engagements. The fee estimate for the 1991 fiscal year amounts 
to $114,710 including related GST and out-of-pocket disbursements. This amount represents 
a 4.5% inflationary increase as specified by the July over July increase in the Consumer 
Price Index. In addition, the 1990 fee was increased by $4,400 for the audit of the 
Wentworth Library Board which was not part of the original 1990 audit proposal. 


As a result of the creation of the Hamilton Airport Management Board, the Finance 
Department has a legislated requirement to prepare in 1991, an audited financial statement 
for this Board. As a result, the 1991 audit fee estimated includes an additional $1,800 
($1,750 + $50 GST) for this additional audit engagement. 


As for the 1992 budget, the 1991 basic fee has been increased by a 4% inflationary factor 
plus an $1,810 ($1,760 +$50 GST) fee for the costs related to the 1992 audit requirements 
of the Hamilton Airport Management Board. As a result, the total 1992 budgeted audit fee 
is $119,250 including related out-of-pocket disbursements and GST. 


Attached is a schedule comparing the 1990 actual, the 1991 estimated, and 1992 budgeted 
audit fees.

FINANCIAL/STAFFING/LEGAL IMPLICATIONS: 


Normally, there is no impact in the levy requirement to the Operation and Maintenance 
Budget in that Transport Canada subsidizes the deficit. However, in the past two years, they 
have not completely subsidized the budget and therefore, there has been an impact on the 
general levy. 


Transport Canada has approved one additional ERS (Emergency Response Service) Servicer 
for one year in order to evaluate the ERS requirements for the Hamilton Airport and to 
determine if this additional staff will reduce overtime in the ERS Operations.

BACKGROUND: 


In November of 1991, the 1992 Hamilton Airport Operation and Maintenance Budget in the 
amount of $1,858,740 was forwarded to Transport Canada for their review. Airport staff met 
with L. Rogers and T. Jaramillo in December 1991 to discuss the airport budget submission. 


As a result of this meeting and number discussions with Transport Canada, they have agreed to 
an Operation & Maintenance figure of $1,745,020, a decrease of $113,720. After reviewing 
this final submission, it is our opinion that with exceptionally good weather and unforeseen 
maintenance costs, it may be possible to operate and maintain the airport within Transport 
Canada’s allocations with the exception of the following: 


Airport Security 


Transport Canada has reduced the salaries for airport security by $10,000 in that the Hamilton 


Airport is presently paying corporals rate for its commissionaires. We have had discussions with: 


Transport Canada on this matter and have informed them that although the Hamilton Airport 
pays the corporal rate for its commissionaires, they are lower than other Transport Canada 
subsidized airports. As a result of this information, Transport Canada has advised that these 
costs are being reviewed both in terms of services provided and related cost to the airport. 


e 


Regional Administration 


We have been advised by Finance, Legal, Human Resources and Information Systems 
Department that the Regional chargebacks to the airport will be $69,700. Transport Canada has 
only included an amount of $42,000 in this budget leaving a shortfall of $27,700. . 


1992 Revenues 


The main source of revenues for the airport are landing fees, parking fees and land/office leases. 
At the present time, there is not a sufficient number of air carriers using Hamilton Airport to 
cover the Operation and Maintenance Budget. Revenues expected from these sources are 
$896,600 leaving a deficit of $848,420 which Transport Canada has approved in principle to 
subsidize.

FINANCIAL/STAFFING/LEGAL IMPLICATIONS: 


The 1992 non-subsidized airport budget is submitted with a levy requirement of $69,070 which 
represents a 34.9% increase or $17,870 more than the 1991 non-subsidized airport budget. 


BACKGROUND: 


The 1992 non-subsidizable activities at the Hamilton Airport include promotion, parking, 
passenger screening and internal debt charges.

Transport Canada directed the Regional Municipality of Hamilton-Wentworth to charge for 


parking at Hamilton Airport as other airports do. 


In previous years, the Special Airport 


Committee and Region Council chose not to charge for parking and as a result, Transport 
Canada has advised that they will deduct anticipated parking revenue from their subsidy 
allocation. The 1992 allocation is to pay for the loss of parking revenue expected in 1991. 


Passenger Screening 


When Canadian Partner terminated their service at Hamilton Airport, it left US Air Express with 
the only passenger service out of Hamilton Airport. US Air Express advised the Special Airport 
Committee that they could not bear the full cost of passenger screening at Hamilton Airport on 
their own and if they had to, they had not other choice but to also terminate their service. 


The Special Airport Committee at its meeting of August 12, 1991 agreed to pay 60% or $4,000 
per month of the cost of the passenger screening service until such time as other airlines are 
utilizing this service and the cost can be shared between them. At the present time, the Region 
is paying 60% of the cost of the screening and charging new airlines such as Pem Air and Air 
Laurentian $1.50 per passenger. It is our intention that as soon as another airline commences 
services in Hamilton Airport, we will return the passenger screening operation back to these 
airlines. 


Debt Charges - Internal 


In 1988, the Region at the request of Nationair, built offices to accommodate their administration 
and reservations operation. The debt charge for the addition was to be recovered by the rental 
fees from Nationair. Since Nationair terminated their service at Hamilton Airport, we have been 
leasing the space to other tenants. Transport Canada is presently reviewing purchasing this 
space from the Region and incorporating it into the Air Terminal Building. 


_ This space also includes the new Duty Free Shop which has been held up by the L.C.B.O. since 


August of 1990. Mr. Bradley of the City of Hamilton Purchasing Department is in constant 
contact with the L.C.B.O. for approval to call for proposals.

The availability of PRIVATE or PUBLIC lands is vital to the success of developing 
people and cargo movements i.e. warehousing, hangars, ground handling, terminal etc. 


Located in one of the most populous and dynamic regions of the country, Hamilton 
International Airport has not been able to realize its potential. It has chronically 
underperformed in relation to other regional airports. - . 


Access to Pearson International by way of air and ground accessability is Hamilton 
Airport's greatest asset and liability. Hamilton Intemational Airport is too close to act as 
a feeder operation to Pearson, but definitely close enough to providing an alternative 
location to relieve Pearson’s congestion in the areas of: 


1. Charter aircraft 
2. Commuter aircraft 
3. Cargo aircraft . 


Hamiiton Intemational Airport lacks the physical amenities and infrastructure 
development to attract/entice requiarly scheduled and long-haul service from Pearson. 
Additionally, Transport Canada’s focus appears to be directed at increasing and 
improving the facilities at Pearson rather than looking at altemative airports. 


Airports facilitate transactions between air carriers and users. The physical 
constraints and lack of certain amenities at Hamilton International Airport, direct initial 
marketing efforts towards an existing serviceable market. 


PEOPLE MOVEMENT 
The airport:has a 40,000 sq. ft. clean and attractive terminal building able to process 
350 people per hour. Recent renovations have improved counter space, baggage 


handling capabilities and customs clearance. Physical amenities are present to handle 
more passengers but the facility continues to be under-utilized. 


CHARTER SERVICE 


This service is predominantly provided by regularly scheduled carriers with limited 
entrepreneur initiated service to selected SUN destinations. 


The 8,000 foct runway preciudes the major European market, which requires one 

fueling Siti. London, ha and other holiday centres are reachable with the existing . 
runway. i.@.

The primary tourist market includes Oakville to Kitchener-Waterico, Guelph, Galt, 
Cambridge and the Niagara Penninsula. The potential population between the ages of 
20-64 (prime travelling years) is 1.2 million people or approximately 30% of the 
Originating passengers at Pearson. 


Charters requiring the network and feeder capabilities of Pearson will be difficult to 
relocate. Efforts should be aimed at attracting segments of this market which do not 
need Pearson’s infrastructure and can be convinced of improved customer service by 
using Hamilton International Airport.

COMMUTER FLIGHT SERVICE 


The Canadian and U.S. aviation industries have evoived into a HUB-SPOKE system. 
Proximity to Pearson.preciudes, feeder capability, but Hamilton does provide a unique | 
opportunity to establish itself as a secondary or satellite SPOKE and HUB system: i.e. 
carriers unable to get into or net requiring the connector networks at Pearson.

Hamilton can provide peak time siots required to co-ordinate with connecting flights at 
U.S. Hubs. Thereby serving the needs of the user and the carrier. With adequate 
ground transportation to Pearson International Airport, the cummuter airnlines can 
access their flight schedules without having to seek gates/sicts and sacrificing customer 
service. 


SCHEDULED SERVICE 


This market offers limited opportunity for the airport. However, carriers which have 
difficulty obtaining sicts/gates at Pearson can be targeted and assisted in their licansing 
applications. 


The major U.S. carriers do have these amenities at Pearson. Therefore, foreign 
carriers who wish to serve this market and are undeterred by extra landing and fueling 
due to the runway length will be targeted. Infrastructure improvements will enhance the 
viability and marketability of Hamiiton International Airport. 


CARGO SERVICE 


This market represents the most significant growth potential for aviation and land 
development opportunities. Over 50% of all cargo business-in Canada is generated 
within reach of Hamilton Intemational Airport: Consultants estimate growth in this 
sector at 200% to 300% over the next 5-10 years. 


Cargo cperators face many difficulties at Pearson. Terminal fees were increased 
400% in 1989 and operators must vigorously compete to obtain 5 of the 76 movements 
per hour allowed at Pearson. Additionally, the airport effectively shuts down from 
midnight to 6:00 a.m. the prime movement time for cargo carriers due to curfew 
restrictions. 


Dedicated cargo carriers i.e. U.P.S. and Federal Express are Hamilton International 
Airports’ two biggest customers. Carriers such as D.H.L., Burlington Air Express and 
A.C.S. would complement the existing cargo business and significantly increase landing 
fees. 

Facilities are sufficient to handle the present volume but must be improved in the areas 
of:

This market is distinctively different from dedicated cargo operators. They offer time 
motivated, smail package delivery.

The ability to attract these carriers will te dependent on the relocation of these 
support groups and the awareness of local forwarders and brokers to use Hamilton 
Intemational Airport. 


COMBI SERVICE | 
Over 80% of all cargo is moved in the haul of COMBI aircraft.

This is enviable market but nat opportunistic. The feeder network of passenger 
flights at Pearson and considering Hamilton is not connected to its hub network, will 
make this cargo subsegment difficult to relocate. 


LAND DEVELOPMENT 


The Region has recently acquired 57 acres for an aviation related Industrial Business 
Park. This acquisition complements a number of private individuals who collectively 
own 300+ acres available for development. Lands lacking access to the runway can be 
used to accommodate airport related service industries, with accessibility acreage 
dedicated to carriers and maintenance facilities.

GOVERNMENT RELATIONS 


The best laid plans in the world will not succsed if all interested parties are not of the 
same mind. Of paramount importance to the success of Hamilton International Airport 
is to discuss, with Transport Canada officials, where they see the future direction. 


The provision of necessary equipment, maintenance, customs, landing systems and 
future runway expansion must be addressed. Their known support for Air Canada and 
Canadien Airlines Intemational should not be detrimental but rather complementary to 
our efforts. Staff and elected officials have a large task before them. But if any of these 
initiatives are to succeed, the support of Transport Canada is critical. 


Complementing efforts with Transport Canada will be meetings with the Provincial 
Minister of Transport to establish a time frame and master plan for arterial road 
accessibility and signage. The Hamilton-Wentworth Region should consider upgrading 
Fiddler's Green Road to provide better accessability. The image of a country location 
as opposed to a major airport, must be dispelled.

Thank you for your participation and support during the recent 
meeting with the Hamilton Airport Management Committee. I found 
the discussion which took place during the meeting frank and 
informative. 


However, I was concerned about the claim that restrictions posed 
by current bilateral air agreements between Canada and the United 
States impede upon airlines' ability to market Hamilton as a 
point of embarkment for destinations in the United States and 
around the world. Specifically, airlines are limited to 
promoting only the first point of landing for flights originating 
out of Hamilton and not the destinations which are then available 
from such connecting points. y 


According to the major Canadian carriers, approximately 75 - 80% 
of air passengers book flights through travel agents and that 
this number has been on the rise in the last ten years. As you 
are aware, travel agents can readily give information as to any 
destination in the world which can be accessed by flights 
originating in Hamilton and which involve connecting flights 
obtained in cities such as Pittsburgh, Pennsylvania. Thus, 
information pertaining to the wide variety of travel options 
available from flights originating at Hamilton Airport might be 
more accessible than we are led to believe.

In addition, U.S. carriers are permitted to advertise in local 
papers for numerous destinations without specifying departure 
points, as the enclosed advertisement from the Ottawa Citizen 
shows. Upon checking with U.S. Air, I found that the same 
destinations could be advertised from the Hamilton area. In 
fact, flights from Hamilton to any of the destinations in the 
newspaper article can be booked out of Hamilton through the 1-800 
number, which incidentally is the same number that is listed in 
the Hamilton telephone directory for U.S. Air.

Pearson’s future is of 
major provincial interest because it functions as an integral 
part of the provincial transportation system. In so doing, 
Pearson contributes to the economic and social well-being of the 
Greater Toronto Area, and to the well-being of Ontario as a 


whole. 


These “are trying times == "for individuals and ramuliecs 
industries and governments. Many people are concerned about the 
future, and worried about the economy, the environment, and the 
fate of the country. “Yet statistics indicate* that eene ereater 
Toronto Area has experienced economic growth, during good times 
and bad. The area continues to have great economic and social 
appeal compared to other parts of the province, the Country, “and 
indeed, the world: . 


Immigration statistics indicate the Greater Toronto Area, is the 
largest magnet for new immigrants to Canada. The Greater Toronto 
Area receives more than one-third of all new immigrants to the 
country. As well during the 1983-88 period net migration from 
other provinces to the Greater Toronto Area averaged almost 
20,000 people annually. This influx of people reinforces the 
Greater Toronto Area’s ties with other countries, and provides 
additional economic opportunities. Pearson is the third largest 


international gateway to North America. 


In the future, we can expect steady growth in the number of 
people travelling to, from and through Toronto. Lois onewsiogn 
that we live in a dynamic and enterprising province. eS 
therefore important to ensure that there is adequate 


infrastructure in place to serve these travellers. 


As things stand today, the growth in air traffic is overtaking 
Pearson’s capacity to handle it effectively. Delays are now 
common, and it’s clear that the Greater Toronto Area needs more 
alrside infrastructure. However, the choices for this expansion 


of capacity are limited. 


I would now like to discuss particular 

URBAN STRUCTURE CONSIDERATIONS 

Pearson Airport is a hub for national air traffic. However, the 
majority of passengers served by the airport live, work or do 


business in the Greater Toronto Area and adjacent municipalities. 


A study in 1989, for a committee of provincial ANG ame aew pel Lb 
representatives, led to an agreement on population projections 
for the Greater Toronto Area. These projections indicate that 
the Greater Toronto Area will have a population of six sr MAAbaNo hela tonts 
the year 2021, representing a 100% increase since 1981 or more 


than 65,000 people per year. 


During the next 30 years, for example, the City of Mississauga 


-expects to reach a mature population of 750,000 88 coop ton city 


Council is considering amendments to its growth projections that 
would see a population of more than 500,000 within the next 20-30 


years. 


There is a consensus that a nodal structure is the preferred 
means of managing growth within the Greater Toronto Area. 
Pearson Airport, the single largest piece of infrastructure in 
the Greater Toronto Area is situated among four such nodes —— 
Mississauga, Brampton, Etobicoke, and Vaughan. Pearson Raeoore 
must remain efficient and growing to anchor these and other 


nodes. 


The area_in-the_immediate vicinity of the airport generates 
dynamic employment, and is second only to downtown Toronto in 
terms of high-tech, high-return, value-added jobs. The airport 
is also a crucial catalyst for business development in the 
surrounding municipalities. Proposed runway expansion would, 
during the next 15 years, allow the airport to generate 
approximately $110 billion in business revenues, S32 4511 bionein 
direct personal earnings, and $20 billion in taxes. As well, it 
is projected that during the same period, the airport will 
produce 69,000 direct jobs, in addition to about 120,000 indirect 


and induced jobs across the province. 


ET, would i2ke to turn now to a brief discussion of the area’s 


airport system. 


Of the five primary Toronto area airports, Pearson is clearly the & 
dominant facility. As members of the panel know, Pearson handled 

21 million passengers in 1990, along with 35470007 a reran. 

movements. Although these figures declined somewhat in 1991, 

Pearson Still supports more traffic than any other airport in 


Canada, and has continued to grow steadily since it opened. 


The alternative to adding capacity at Pearson is to divert some 
traffic to the other four airports in the Greater Toronto Area. 
The panel has heard early today from Transport Canada on the 
alternatives to airside development at Pearson. I will touch 
briefly on these airports from the provincial government’s 


perspective. 


The Toronto Island Airport is constrained both by its geography 
and by its proximity to the urban core. It has some capacity for | 
growth, but there are definite limits to that growth in terms of | 
runway length and noise restrictions. Transferring significant 
traffic to the Island Airport from Pearson is therefore not 


feasible. 


Hamilton Airport is only partially constrained by night-time 
limitations, and it has both the capacity and the desire to 
handle more traffic. No doubt it will. It would appear that 
some passenger charter flights and cargo service erroinati ng sin 
the Greater Toronto Area could be well served by Hamilton 
Mie-poOcee, Untorcunately, only a relatively small percentage of 
Pearson’s flights could be transferred at present. As we move 
into the next century, and again start bumping against capacity 
limits, Ontario believes thatenanmilton’s) facilities will need to 


be more fully used. 


One problem here, however, is Hamilton’s distance from Pearson 
Tnternational. On every incoming flight to Pearson, there are a 
number of passengers who are passing through Toronto, en POUT ES 
Seneredestinactaons. Forcing Eravellers from North Bay or Sudbury 
to continue their journey to Vancouver or Amsterdam via Hamilton 


would be inefficient and unpopular. 


The problem is especially acute for commuter passengers from 
communities in Northern Ontario. Some 63 per cent of the 
commuter passengers from "spoke" communities either transfer at 
Pearson, or are destined for the municipalities adjacent to 
Pearson. This traffic would be lost to commuter airlines if they 


were diverted off-site. 


Buttonville Airport is currently a private facility. However, 
that situation may change in the coming year, as the Ontario 
government, the Town of Markham and other municipalities work to 
protect the airport, at least for the 1990s. If an agreement is 
reached, it will be to maintain Buttonville until such time as 


capacity is available in the Greater Toronto Area. 


‘Oshawa Airport also has limited growth potential, in terms of 
runway extension and longer-term development. The province 
believes that Oshawa will continue to provide general aviation, 
freight and limited passenger services for some time to come. 
But Oshawa will never be able to provide significant relief for 


traffic at Pearson. 


From time to time, it has been suggested that the federal 


government’s 7,530-hectare site in Pickering has significant | @ 
potential for airport development. However, the province feels | 
that, even if the necessary decisions and approvals were made to 

develop" the land into “an sairporu, Pearson would still need a | 

runway expansion. The long lead time required for obtaining 

approvals, making a decision, and developing a significant 

facility at. the site «would arms make expansion at Pearson 


necessary. 


As the panel can see, the potential for other area airports to 
pick up significant traffic from Pearson is quite limited. 
Currently, these airports are managed and controlled by a 
combination of the federal government, municipalities and private 
interests. Ontario believes tChatyeat the syctemmog aLPOCECS 
serving the Greater Toronto Area is to operate effectively and 


responsively, fundamental change is necessary. 


>) 


One year ago last month, the Heads of Gounevl, of seven Greacer 
Toronto Area local governments released a report that called upon 
the federal government to establish a local airport atienonity, £oxr 
the Greater Toronto Area. The authority would be given the 
responsibility for planning, managing and operating all the 


airports in the area, including Pearson. The provincial 


government endorses this approach, which is currently being 
implemented in several ‘other Canadian cities, including 
Vancouver, Calgary, Edmonton and Montreal. We believe the 
establishment of a local airport authority would greatly enhance 
the management and operation of the airports serving the Greater 
Toronto Area. We are hopeful that the federal government will 


take positive action on this recommendation in the near future. 


GROUND ACCESS MATTERS 


The same economic growth that will drive increased air travel in 
the future will also generate more surface traffic. Lerch Ss 
traffic is allowed to grow unchecked, it would contribute to road 
congestion in the Greater Toronto Area. ins order to maintain 


general mobility for people in the region, Ontario recognizes the 


“need to improve the speed and comfort of public transportation. 


Especially if it is to become a viable alternative LOeauco 


travel. 


The Ministry of Transportation and Transport Canada are currently 
working together on a Ground Transportation Study to identify the 
transportation improvements needed to serve Pearson and the 
surrounding area. The study area is bounded by Hurontario 
Strect, Eglinton Avenue, Highway 27 and the proposed Highway 407. 
The findings of the study will be used as input for a Jeng ern 


Mase youcils Lom jPcarson. 


A technical advisory committee was established for the study, 
with representatives from regional and area municipalities, GO 
Transit and municipal transit authorities. The study includes 
extensive public consultation, including open-house sessions that 


were held in the spring of 1991. 


The study is being carried out in two stages; an Overview Stage | 
and a Feasibility Planning Stage. The overview report was 
completed in late 1991. One of the interesting facts it revealed 
was that ground traffic generated by Pearson constitutes only six 
per cent of the total area travel demand. Projections indicate 
that demand attributable to the airport will increase to eight 
per cent by 2021. From this we have concluded that the existing 
groundside transportation system, with improvements, can serve 


even an expanded Pearson adequately in the near tern. 


The specific improvements will be identified in the course of the 
second stage of the current study, in consultation with 


MuUnwcipalleres: 


At the same time, however, the technical analysis now being 
carried out in Phase Two of the study indicates that, over the 
next 30 years, continued improvements will have to be made to the 
transportation network that serves the study area. Particular 
emphasis will be on the staged development of a regional rapid 


transit network linked directly to Pearson. 


In that respect, a number of options are being considered. The 
options include both a rapid transit and GO Transit connection 
with Pearson linking the airport terminals, with the existing and 
future systems. It is reasonable to assume that one of these 
options will eventually be implemented as traffic demand 
intensifies to the point where such a major investment becones 


viable. 


In passing, the panel should be aware that the continuing studies 
of High-Speed Rail in the Quebec-Windsor corridor will also be 
looking at the issue of direct access to Pearson. I will discuss 


High-Speed Rail in greater detail-in a moment. 


As I mentioned earlier, Pearson and the other airports in the 
Greater Toronto Area are part of a larger transportation system 
that serves the needs of dan active and mobile population. ‘To 
function effectively, the overall system must have convenient 
intermodal transfer points -- between the airports, the road, and 
the rapid transit systems. Ontario has a major stake and 
investment in the highway system and the freeways which provide 
access to Pearson. The province’s promotion of commuter and 
rapid transit operations is an important component of this larger 


system. 


This being said, however, the province is currently moving to 
establish strategies that wi?l change the character of our 
transportation future, and better serve the needs of Ontarians in 
the 21st century. These new strategies include making better and 
more widespread use of the various public passenger modes, 
ie Uae iach. ad services, and particularly the rapid transit 
system. And they are being developed to help sustain the whole 


urban infrastructure of the Greater Toronto Area. 
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We recognize the obligation to work with a broad cross-section of 
the community to pull together a transportation system which is 
environmentally sound, efficient, convenient and cost effective. 
What we have now will not be acceptable in the future. Our 
dependence upon the automobile must change, and so must the 


automobile itself. 


Our existing provincial highway system has proved its value over 
the years, and currently lends itself to improved transit and 
intercity bus operations. As well, existing rail corridors can 
be utilized to create a more modern passenger transportation 
system in Southern Ontario -- a system that complements the 
existing infrastructure, and provides better customer service and 


choice. 


In the future, there. will be other changes. “These may include 
the introduction of a High-Speed Rail system in the Quebec- 
Windsor corridor. Using technologies now in service in Europe 
and Japan, it would be possible to link the major cities in the 
corridor by a frequent and reliable High-Speed Rail service. The 
ridership would come from people who currently drive or fly 
through the corridor, since a High-Speed Rail service would have 


trip times that -rivaleair travel 


Such a system could not be completed and operating until well 
beyond the year 2000. The work of the Quebec-Ontario Rapid Train 
Task Force indicates that a High-Speed Rail service would reduce 
the number of flights at Pearson only marginally. #iteano00 
kilometre-per-hour service were introduced in the Toronto- 
Montreal-Ottawa corridor, aircraft activity at (the Tomon ee 
airports would decline only 1.2 per cent. This minor impact in 
air traffic reflects the fact so many Pearson flights are going 


to other destinations.

However, the study showed the frequency of air service between 
corridor cities would be significantly reduced: The projected 
reduction in frequency for Toronto-Montreal was 62 per Sent LO 


Toronto-Ottawa, it was 50 per cent. 


I might add that, because of the geographic obstacles and the 
need to maintain direct alignments, there appears to be no 


reasonable way to link Pearson with Hamilton by a High Speed Rail 


Service. 


.) 


A second, more detailed analysis of the prospects for a ipiatie gt 
Speed Rail service linking the corridor cities is now getting 
under way. The work is proceeding under the Sfopliohen forbet=(ononlioyeyane)a 
the Ontario, .Quebec and federal governments, and will involve 
entirely new and highly detailed ridership demand studies. The 
alignment studies will look. very closely at the value and costs 
of serving Pearson and Mirabel airports. However, thems cucy. wa lel 
not be complete until well into 1993. 


ENVIRONMENTAL ISSUES 


The Ontario Ministries of The Environment and Natural Resources 
have completed a review of the proposed runway expansion at 
Pearson. Their review paid particular attention to air and noise 
emissions, and to the extension’s potential impact on surface 
water quality and flora and fauna. Before I discuss their 
conclusions, however, I must comment briefly on Canadian and 
provincial legislation dealing with the natural environment, 


pollutants and aviation. 


re aa 


The current constitutional division of powers gives regulatory 
responsibility for aircraft or airports to, the sederna1 
government. Ottawa uses certain legislation, such as the 
Aeronautics Act, to implement federal policies in this area. 

This means that the provinces have no authority to enter this 
area of legislation. In fact, there is case law which has 
specifically excluded provincial intrusions into this sphere. 
Currently, then, only the federal government Can fine a pilot, 
airline or airport for violating noise or emission regulations. 
Ontario therefore has no power to enforce its environmental 
protection legislation on aircraft noise or emissions. This kind 
of environmental legislation would need to be federal, and as far 
as I know, no’ such legislation exists on noise, but there is a 
set of ambient air quality objectives under the Canadian 
Environmental Protection Act that were presented in the 
Environmental Impact Statement document. 


I point this out to the members of the panel to put the 
provincial mandate in the area of emissions of noise or other 
POLlUtCanGs for Vaurceane sisenes correct legal context. Despite 
the province’s lack of jurisdiction inj this area Ghemeneseare 
Ministry of The Environment has carefully examined the potential 


environmental impact of the proposed expansion at Pearson. 


The ministry’s review involved extensive discussions with 
Transport Canada. The review confirmed that the runway expansion 
could result in a noise level increase of up to 2.5 Noise 
Exposure Forecast units, in areas where land is already developed 
for residential uses, or may be in the future. I NUSD stress, 
however, that this level will only be achieved if positive steps 
are taken to ensure that all the conditions that were assumed in 


making this forecast actually occur.

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Just as one example, the noise projections are based upon the 
assumption that Chapter 2 aircraft will be phased out at Pearson. 
Aseyet- nowever, no such regulation exists. As well, Transport 
Canada has assumed that certain runways will only be used under 
particular conditions, and that access to the airport will be 
restricted at night-time. Again, however, there is no mechanism 


in place to guarantee that this will happen. 


- The province recognizes.that noise problems exist for some 
existing homes and schools that were built without adequate noise 
attenuation features, and which will be under the flight path of 
new runways. Our officials have been told by Transport Canada 
that.additional noise monitoring equipment will be installed to 
gather data before, during and after the construction of the new 
runways, if they are approved. In addition, Transport Canada has 
indicated that improvements to the airport’s radar tracking and. 
noise monitoring system should allow real-time identification of 
aircraft violating noise limits. Enforcement of the noise _ 
restrictions and other operating requirements will be crucial, 


and must be accomplished through federal legislation. 


Turning now to air pollutant emissions, the Ministry of The 
Environment accepts Transport Canada‘s projection that there will 
be a net reduction in some. pollutants, and a small increase in 
others. These conclusions were reached by comparing the 
projected emissions of airport operations in the year 2001, using 


1990 as the base case. 
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Specifically, we agree that there will be net reductions in 
annual emissions of carbon monoxide, volatile organic compounds 
and particulates. We also agree that an increase in nitrogen 
oxides and sulphur oxides emissions may occur. However, the 
projected emissions would be even higher if the airport continued 
operating with the present runway system, mainly because of the 


time the planes spend lining up for take-off. 


The situation with respect to whether these air quality 
improvements will actually be achieved is dependant on the same 
caveats that I mentioned a moment ago with respect to noise. The 
federal government must have specific regulations in place and 
enforced to ensure that, for example, the benefits of cleaner 
Chapter 3 aircraft are actually achieved through the phase out of 


older aircraft from Pearson. 


At Transport Canada’s request we have agreed to lend our 
expertise to a multi-agency working group that.will help design a 
comprehensive air monitoring, evaluation and mitigation program 


Lor the alroorcs 


I am pleased to report to the panel that Ontario’s earlier 
concerns regarding potential problems of contaminated surface 
water runoff have now been resolved to our satisfaction. A 
mitigation plan dealing with all environmental impacts will need 


to be finalized and implemented before construction. 
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After reading the transcripts of the earlier scoping sessions, 
and after attending the panel’s present hearings, we cannot help 
but notice the very high level of frustration that is felt by 
some of the people who live close to Pearson. We believe that . 
these people are not just frustrated by the expansion proposal 
the panel is examining. We believe they are also frustrated by 


present day-to-day operations at the airport. 


Local residents have apparently been unable to find an effective 
way to communicate their concerns about airport -operations to 
Mranspoue canada.) sor them, this panel has become a "window of 
opportunity" for voicing concerns, not just about the expansion 
plans, but also about current operations. To alleviate the 
frustration of Pearson’s neighbours, Ontario recommends that the 
federal government move to implement the Local Aiwport AULnorIcy 
concept for the Greater Toronto Area airports, by working with 


the province and the Heads of Council of local municipalities. 


Ontario believes that a Local Airport Authority would be more 
responsive to local interests, and ensure that Voda concerns 
about noise pollution and air quality are addressed promptly and 


adequately. 


Mr. Chairman, the Ontario Ministry of Transportation has also 
reviewed the Pearson expansion proposal in the context of the 
area’s highway system. The proposed expansion moves the most 
southerly east-west runway closer to Highway 401. Aircraft 
approaching the new runway from the west will pass over the Dixie 
Road interchange at the 401 at lower altitude than the abrerart 
now moving through maaceaces thes could lead to driver

Our highway design staff and Transport Canada have formed a 
working group to determine how these impacts can be mitigated. 
The two groups will be co-operating fully to ensure that the 


appropriate mitigation measures are built in at the design stage. 


A number of provincial perspectives emerged during our review 
that confirm Pearson’s importance to Ontario, in terms of 


employment, trade, income and other economic development. 


The Ministry of Industry, Trade and Technology has noted the 
major role that Pearson plays in making the Greater Toronto Area 
Canada’s main business centre. The airport also furthers the 
area’s development as a major centre for international trade and 


“commerce. 


In a similar vein, the Ministry of Tourism and Recreation has 
confirmed the airport as an essential contributor to the 
province’s tourism and recreation business. While tourism’s 
importance in the economy has remained constant in recent Years, 
Ontario’s. tourism industry is experiencing adverse effects of the 
recession and structural change in travel! markets. In thic 
context, the importance of upgrading travel incraseruecuramee 
compete more effectively in world markets has increased. It is 
essential Pearson maintains its strategic role as Canada’s main 
hub in attracting and servicing international and provincial 


travel. 
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CONCLUSIONS 


In conclusion, Mr. Chairman, Pearson International MirDOre, and 
the ground linkages that are associated with it, represent an 
enormous investment in infrastructure -- and one that has 
significant economic impact on the -whole province. Runway 
expansion at Pearson will help utilize that investment more 
effectively, and ensure that Pearson remains a major gateway to 
North America for people and goods. The Province of Ontario 


therefore supports the proposed runway expansion. 


At the same time, Ontario believes that opportunities for 
managing Pearson and the other airports in the Greater Toronto 
Area are being missed. The inter-relationship of the various 
airports within the Greater Toronto Area needs to be better co- 
ordinated, and these facilities need to be operated as a single, 
cohesive system. As we continue to develop the roles of the 
various airports, we must ensure that the public is getting full 
use of these facilities, and value for its investment throughout 


the system. 


The province believes that a local airport authority 1s the most 
efficient way of achieving this. As the panel is aware, a number 
of mitigation measures have been designed to protect the local 
community from the inconvenience of Pearson, both now and in Che 
future. But the effectiveness of these measures depends on how 
Pearson is operated on a day-to-day basis. “As many local 
residents have told you, the effectiveness of the Me wera OT: 
measures can be dramatically reduced under some operating 


scenarios. 
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Ontario believes that these neighbours and users of Pearson 
should not be placed in the situation of having to Ytcuse eee 
the airport will be operated as promised. We believe that the 
airport’s neighbours, the broader community, and other 
stakeholders should be given access to the decisions about how 
the airport is planned and operated. In Ontario’s view, the best 
mechanism to accomplish this is a Local Airport Authority.

BACKGROUND: 


Air Terminal Services, a division of Cameron and Johnstone Limited is proposing to build a 
facility to develop air cargo and aircraft maintenance facilities on privately owned lands 
immediately to the north of the Hamilton Airport. These lands have recently received zoning 
approval from the Township of Glanbrook and the Hamilton-Wentworth Region. The Planning 
and Development Committee meeting scheduled for March 9, 1992 will consider a Proposed 
Amendment No. 63 to the Region of Hamilton-Wentworth Official Plan.

Prior to the submission of the final site development proposal for the above-mentioned, the 
applicant must apply for and receive preliminary site development approval from the Regional 
Municipality of Hamilton-Wentworth and Transport Canada for this project. This is an 
approval-in-principle for a specific site, subject to more detailed construction and operation 
information being supplied by the applicant. 


The preliminary site development proposal should contain the following information: 


- the purpose of the facility 

- lot location and size 

- dimensions and height of the structure 

- baseline environmental information 

- line of site conflicts with the control tower 
- distance from runways and taxiways 


Approval of the preliminary proposal ensures that the project meets the basic Regional and 
Transport Canada criteria before costly engineering and/or architectural work is undertaken by 
the applicant. It allows the applicant to make changes, if required, to the proposal based on 
requirements and/or recommendations and to obtain Regional and Transport Canada assistance 
with drawings and/or studies that may be required for the final approval. 


Upon completion of Transport Canada Land Use Committee’s review, the preliminary proposal 
will be returned to the Airport Manager with approval and/or comments for the applicant who 
may proceed to apply for final site approval. 


The applicant’s preliminary site development proposal has been reviewed by the Airport 
Administration staff and forwarded to Transport Canada for their approval subject to the Airport 
Management Board recommending that the Acting Airport Manager be authorized and directed 
to forward a letter of approval to Transport Canada recommending that the Preliminary Site 
Development Proposal submitted by Air Terminal Services be approved.

With projected growth in the economy, air traffic in Canada is expected to increase by 
about 3 per cent annually. At that rate, Pearson Airport will have exceeded its capacity 
of 28 million passengers by 1997-98, whether more runways are added or not. | 


Mr. Wilson noted that the work is expected to create up to 3,200 direct and indirect jobs 
each year for five years. , 


Mr. Corbeil said "the federal government is committed to expanding Pearson Airport’s 
terminal capacity to adequately serve the growing number of users forecast over the next 
decade, while restricting the cost burden on the taxpayers." 


"This request for proposals will ask the private sector -- through an open and competitive 
process -- to finance the upgrading of Terminals 1 and 2 according to government- 
approved requirements,” Mr. Wilson added. 


Mrs, Martin stated that nearly one-third of all air travellers in Canada pass through 
Pearson International, the country’s largest airport and one of the busiest gateways in 
North America. . 


® The RFP will ask proponents to submit a proposal for terminal upgrading with existing 


runways while demonstrating adaptability should the runway-expansion proposal be 
approved,

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This provision will maintain the government’s commitment to the environmental review 
process and avoid pre-judging final recommendations of the panel, chaired by Mr. David 
Kirkwood, which is presently reviewing the proposed three additional runways for the 


airport. 


"The proposals will be evaluated on their response to the airport’s long-term 
development needs, operational advantages and economic objectives for southern 
Ontario as well as their overall financial value for Canadians,” Mrs. Martin added, 


"The process of issuing an RFP and selecting a developer will be fair, cost-effective and 
carefully planned,” Mr. Corbeil said. “The RFP will in no way preclude the formation of 
a local airport authority. 


“Those Transport Canada employees who will be affected by private-sector terminal 
upgrading and operations have my assurance that stringent guidelines concerning the 
effects on their jobs va be followed,” he said. 


"The government has eso: that airport employees must be properly looked after," 
Mr. Corbeil said. “Airport staff are dedicated, skilled professionals and we have 
provided the government's workforce adjustment directive and other measures to ensure 
they are treated fairly and equitably."

> proposed 2,000 ft. extension of Runway. 12L/30R at Hamilton Airport. 


At present, we cannot justify the commitment of our resources to 
the expansion of the runway; as we are not aware of any significant 
negative impact on current or known future commercial operations 
with the existing airfield configuration. 


If you have information that you wish to provide in confidence to 
us or the officials of the Regional Municipality of Hamilton- 
Wentworth, which justifies the requirement to extend the runway, we 
recommend that you do so. As you are fully aware there are a number 
of factors to consider in defining the operational requirements of 
a runway. One of the key tomponents is the type of aircraft and the 
intended use of the aircraft. Our analysis noted above is the most 
likely scenario based on the information we have. We would be 
pleased to review our position, if further information was 
provided. ; 
Currently, the Regional Municipality are proceeding to assess the 
various options and the related cost and benefits for extending the 
runway. As requested by the Regional Municipality, we are reviewing 
the concepts and providing comments. 
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In order to ultimately approve the proposed runway extension, 
Transport Canada must be satisfied with the technical, 
environmental and economic wisdom of the proposal. It will also be 
necessary to ensure congruency with the broader strategies being 
developed through the Southern Ontario Area Airports Study.

BACKGROUND: 


The Hamilton-Wentworth Region Airport Management Board at its se of March 12, 1992 
approved of the following recommendation: 


*That the Airport Manager be authorized and directed to request a Business Plan, 
a Cost Benefit Analysis and/or Economic Overview from the Hamilton Flying 
Club, Peninsulair Ltd., Canadian Warplane Heritage and Glanford Aviation 
Services Ltd. for the General Aviation Apron and Infield Development setting out 
the benefits to the Airport and Hamilton-Wentworth Region in order that the 
leasing of these areas may be resolved.’ 


We are in receipt of the Business Plans from the Hamilton Flying Club, Peninsulair Ltd., 
Canadian Warplane Heritage and Glanford Aviation. These business plans have been 
reviewed and analyzed by airport staff, and are found not to be sufficient to make a 
recommendation to enter into a long-term lease with these tenants; however, the conflicts 
over the areas to be leased appear to have been resolved. 


es 


Airport staff will ask the above-mentioned tenants to supply the Airport Administration Office 
with a development plan setting out the facilities and apron areas which will be developed, the 
time frame in which this will take place and the financial benefit to the airport. Airport staff 
will then meet with these tenants to review their development and business plans, to negotiate 
access from groundside to Lots C14 and C15, to discuss access from their hangar areas to the 
taxiways and runways, and to ascertain long range financial benefits to the airport and the 
Region of Hamilton-Wentworth. 


Airport staff have consulted with the Flying Club and have ascertained that the land directly 
north of the Hamilton Flying Club which includes part of the General Aviation Apron and the 
westerly half of Lot C14 is adequate for the Hamilton Flying Club and its new partner, Can 
Aero Leasing, to carry on their business. They have also requested the leasing of the parking 
lot to the west of their hangar. 


After consulting with Peninsulair Ltd., it was concurred that the lands north of its present hangar 
which includes a portion of the General Aviation Apron and the easterly portion of Lot C14 
would be suitable to meet its needs for the foreseeable future. 


Airport staff met with Canadian Warplane Heritage and Glanford Aviation Services Ltd. and 
suggested that these two applicants meet with each other. Between the two parties, they resolved 
the proposed leasing of the lands to the north of their present leased areas. It was concluded that 
Canadian Warplane Heritage will negotiate a lease for the General Aviation Apron directly north 
of its presently leased area. It was also agreed that Glanford Aviation Services Ltd. will 
negotiate a lease for the General Aviation Apron north of its presently lease area and all of Lot 
C15. In turn, Glanford will enter into sublease agreement with Canadian Warplane Heritage to 
share in the Lot C15. 


Upon receipt of these specific development plans, airport staff will review and bring forward 
to your Board with various recommendations for your approval.

AN AGGRESSIVE campaign to woo 
air carriers and get business people 
to fly from the local airport has 
helped London, Ont. improve its 
air service, despite the recession. 
Many intermediate-sized cen- 
tres have seen service-trimmed in 
the past 18 months as airlines 
struggle to cut costs. But London 
has attracted two new carriers and 
added several new destinations. 
The city and the chamber of 
commerce co-operated on the Fly 
London First campaign on the ad- 
vice of consultant Paul McKnight. 
McKnight, a former Air Ontario 


| executive, prepared a report for 


the city, recommending it act to 
stop the disappearance of carriers 
from its small airport. 

A 1990 study estimated 57% of 
London’s travellers were driving 
to Toronto or Detroit for plane con- 


nections. About $90 million of the’ 


$150 million in travel business 
originating in London was lost to 
other airports. That meant flights 
out of London airport were less vi- 
able and some carriers were pre- 


‘paring to pull out. 


Travellers who flew out of Lon- 
don often complained their flights 
were delayed, causing them to 
Miss connections in Toronto or De- 
troit, the two most important hubs 
for travel to other destinations, 
says Howard Atkinson, economic 
development manager for the city 
of London. 

The city set out to change Lon- 
donéts’ minds about their own air- 
port with an ad campaign, he says. 
It gathered local travel agents and 
made sure they were aware of all 
the services available to those fly- 
ing out of London. 


Pointed out costs 


The chamber of commerce ap- 
proached the business community, 
concentrating on head offices 
where executives travelled fre- 
quently, and urged them to use the 
local airport. 

An advertising campaign point- 
ed out the relative costs of driving 
and parking in Toronto or Detroit. 
andz#flying’ out ‘of London.:-I 
showed on-time statistics for local 
air service and emphasized the 
benefits to the community. 


The airport received a $20-mil- 


lion upgrade, and put more money 
into air-traffic control. The city 
worked on the airport's image, 


straining local staff, so flying home 
“would bé“a more friendly experi- 


ence. And it worked on the air- 


ti| | Ontario Inc. (an Air 


lines, urging them to improve 
scheduling for the convenience of 


business travellers and to bring © 


their fares more in line with the 
competition. 

“We went to Air Canada and 
pointed out they were hurting their 
own subsidiary with the timing of 
their charter flights. Most charters 
from Toronto left too early to catch 
by airline from London,” Atkinson 
says. 

The airlines have responded bet- 
ter through fares from London and 
more convenient timing of flights. 


U.S. lines interested 


At the same time, some U.S. air- 
lines were interested in flying out 
of London, Atkinson says. ComAir 
and Continental Airlines tried 
routes briefly, but pulled out when 


‘they didn’t develop enough busi- 


ness. Now USAir Express and 


:Northwest Airlink are provid- 


ing service, 

“USAir traditionally had 90- 
minute turnarounds from any in- 
ternational flight,’’ Atkinson says. 
“Our executives were complaining 
about the long waits they had in 
the Detroit airport. We told USAir 
and they changed the turnaround 
to 55 minutes.”’ 

Some local businesses embraced 
the Fly.London First campaign ina 
big way, Atkinson says. One chief 
executive even asked all employ- 
ees who chose to fly out of another 
airport to give him a written 
explanation. 

London business people have no- 
ticed the difference. 

Ron Dawson, a local entrepre- 
neur who flies frequently because 
he sits on the executive committee 
of the Canadian Chamber of Com- 
merce, says he takes the shuttle di- 
rect to the Island airport when he 
has business in Toronto.

FINANCIAL/STAFFING/LEGAL IMPLICATIONS: 


The $60,000 for excavation, grading and installation of gravel for the driveway will 
come from the Development Partnership Fund (Account #8151201). Total estimated 
revenues are $76,440.00. 


No security is being requested given the past record of the Air Show. Also, interest 
on the loan is included within the repayment agreement. The rate of return is flexible, 
with the Region risking a lower rate of return if the Air Show is not as successful as 
anticipated. However, a higher rate of return will be realized if the Air Show meets or 
exceeds expected attendance figures. 


BACKGROUND: 


Aeroheritage The Hamilton International Air Show (Air Show) has been an annual 
event for almost a decade. Development in and around Hamilton Airport has 
necessitated that the Air Show secure new parking facilities to accommodate 
vehicular traffic during the show. As a result, staff were approached by an Air Show 
representative to discuss aiternatives.. a 


An area between the main runways has been identified as suitable. However, 
approval of the Region and Transport Canada will be required. Also, access from 
Highway #6 to this area has not been finalized. Approval from the Ontario Ministry of 
Transportation will be needed. 


The Airport will require an easement from the Region of Hamilton-Wentworth across 
the southern end of the former Mt.Hope Golf Course to install the access way. 
Approval from Transport Canada for the easement will be necessary as well. 


The attached proposal suggests that the Region will lend $60,000.00 for excavation, 
grading and installation of gravel. Construction will be undertaken by the Air Snow 
organization, this expense will be repaid through parking lot revenues over the next 
five Air Shows. 


The Region’s Economic Development Department will not be involved in any 


construction, easement negotiations, land leases, maintenance agreements or any 
other element pertaining to the driveway other than as a source of funds.

The Region will receive $1.95 per car per day over the course of the next five shows. 
This figure is based upon a calculation which discounts the gross available parking 
Capacity (4,900 spaces) by 20 per cent to account for factors which contribute to less 
than 100 per cent occupancy over the five year agreement. Total revenues may 
exceed the estimated $76,440.00 due to the tremendous success of the Air Show. 
Details of the proposal are contained on the following page prepared by staff in 
response to the Air Show’s request for assistance.

Development in and around Hamilton Airport has necessitated that Aeroheritage The 
Hamilton International Air Show organizers obtain new facilities to accommodate 
vehicular traffic at the Air Show. An area between the main runways has been 
identified as suitable, however access to this area has not been finalized, including 
Provincial (MTO) highway access from #6. . 


Aeroheritage The Hamilton International Air Show will have to obtain permission or an. 


easement from the Region of Hamilton-Wentworth across the southern end of the 
former Mt. Hope golf course to install a driveway. Preliminary estimates suggests that 
excavation, grading and installation of gravel will cost $60,000. 


An arrangement with the Region to fund this venture might prove effective. The time . 


constraints bourne by Aeroheritage The Hamilton International Air Show require a 
relatively expedient response to the following proposal. 


The Region agrees to lend up to $60,000 to Aeroheritage The Hamilton International 
Air Show (from the Development Partnership fund) to construct the driveway, subject 
to Airport and Transport Canada specifications and approval. This expenditure will be 
repaid from a portion of parking funds collected by Aeroheritage The Hamilton 
International Air Show over a period of time not to exceed five years, subject to 
Regional Council approval. Aeroheritage The Hamilton International Air Show will also 
be seeking other sources of funding which may reduce the required capital. 


Repayment to the Region will be based on $1.95 per car per day over the course of 
the next five shows. This figure is based upon a calculation which discounts the 
gross available parking capacity by 20% to account for inclement weather or other 
factors which contribute to less than 100% occupancy over the next five years. 


Reportedly, the parking capacity is approximately 4,900 spaces. Maximum total 
revenue would be $1.95 @ 4,900 @ 10 days (5 shows/ 2 days each) for a sum of 
$95,550. Assuming a 20% discount for inclement weather and other factors reduces 
the total expected revenues to $76,440. 


The Region will "risk" this venture on the assumption that Aeroheritage The Hamilton 
International Air Show has a past record of success. In return for this risk, total 
revenues may exceed the above mentioned discounted figure. 


This proposal is subject to review by the Region’s Finance Department, and 
approval of Regional Council at the next available meeting.

Transport Canada now wishes to incorporate the remaining golf course lands to Hamilton 
Airport by way of a Supplementary Agreement to the existing Head Lease. We concur with 
Transport Canada's proposal and have had the supplementary agreement reviewed by the 
Legal Services Department, who have confirmed that the document is satisfactory. 


At the present time, there is a residential cottage which is in need of extensive repairs and 
a storage/workshop which is presently being used by Mr. C. Beynon through a verbal 
agreement with Transport Canada. Mr. Beynon has requested continuation of use of this 
building to storm historical artifacts. 


We have been advised by the Ministry of Transportation of Ontario that as a result of these 
lands being incorporated into the airport lands, access to this storage/workshop will be 
terminated in that Highway 6 at this location is a controlled access highway. Therefore, we 
have no other option but to demolish both the residential cottage and the storage /workshop.

FINANCIAL/STAFFING/LEGAL IMPLICATIONS: 


The 1992-1996 Capital Budget contains allocations for runway extension of $124,000, 
$1,816,000, and $3,000,000 in 1992, 1993, and 1994 respectively. These allocations are 
based on full payback from a source other than Hamilton-Wentworth. 


BACKGROUND: 
Environmental Assessment and Review Process 


Council and various business interests at the airport have expressed a need for a 10,000 
foot runway. The Federal government’s Environmental Assessment and Review Process 
(EARP) will have to be followed to gain the approval of Transport Canada regarding 
runway improvements. Federal guidelines set out a process of self-assessment for projects 
in which federal jurisdiction or funds are involved. The process includes environmental 
screening and, if necessary, an Initial Environmental Evaluation (IEE) study. IEEs are 
more comprehensive and detailed in addressing impacts and are therefore prepared for 
projects which are anticipated to have some environmental impacts. 


A runway extension or new runway project for the airport would be subject to EARP 
under the Guidelines Order, (June 1984) section 6. The local Transport Canada office has 
the responsibility to see that the EARP process is applied and has initial decision-making 
- authority on the environmental acceptability of the project. Transport Canada has stated 
that environmental screening would not be carried out and that an Initial Environmental 
Evaluation (IEE) would be automatically required. 


Based on the environmental assessment, Transport Canada would make one of the 
following decisions: : 


- abandon or postpone, 

- proceed with necessary mitigation measures, 
- redesign and reassess, or 

- refer the project to a panel review. 


The local Transport Canada decision is forwarded to the federal Minister who can accept, 
reject or vary the local Transport Canada decision. A comprehensive IEE, based on 
thorough analysis, which methodically solicits and addresses citizen concerns should obviate 
the need for a panel review. Citizen’s have no right of appeal under EARP but may exert 
political pressure to try and get a decision from the Minister to appoint a review panel. 


New Federal Legislation 


The 1984 Guidelines Order is in the process of being replaced by the requirements of Bill 
C-13, an Act to establish a federal environmental assessment process. This Bill has 
recently gone through third reading in Parliament. The new Act expands the scope of 
assessment, establishes a mediator option, sets out follow-up program requirements and 
refines the panel review stage. A period of some uncertainty can be expected as federal 
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departments go through a process of determining how the Act will affect their existing EA 
procedures and requirements. 


A set of implementation guidelines which will go along with the Act will likely list 


. runway extensions as projects which require mandatory comprehensive study. The Terms 


of Reference for a comprehensive study under the new Act would likely be similar to an 
IEE but would also require consideration of the project’s purpose, alternative means of 
carrying out the project, project follow-up and the capacity of renewable resources affected 
by the project. At this point in time, it is advisable to use the IEE process as a guide for 
preparing a comprehensive study, but only with the recognition that these additional 
elements may need to be addressed. 


Elements of an IEE 


An IEE essentially involves identifying, predicting and evaluating the effects of a project 
on the physical and social environment. Transport Canada will review the IEE from a 
technical point of view, as well as a process point of view, to ensure it meets the intent of 
EARP. It is very important that the public be given opportunities to participate in the 
identification of possible impacts and secondly that information on the evaluation of 
impacts be made available. 


The assessment of impacts must be done by a qualified technical consultant. The impact 
assessment is accomplished by analysing how the physical and social components of the 
study area are affected by each of the project construction and operation activities. After 
describing and predicting impacts, a critical step is then determining whether or not impacts 
are significant. 


It is expected that the IEE document would rationalize the project, discuss its purpose, 
place it in context and define consistent study areas for the purpose of technical 
assessment. This kind of contextual, introductory information for the IEE could be based 
on the feasibility study or cost/benefit assessment but there is no need to evaluate the 
financing of a preferred alternative as part of the IEE. Specific details of IEE requirements 
can be provided by Transport Canada. 


Consultant Selection and Study Management 


A consultant with experience in carrying out impact assessments and managing a range of 
different technical sub-studies will be required. For example, noise, stormwater and 
geophysical/hydrogeologic sub-studies are usually part of a runway extension assessment. 
A consultation selection process which takes place in a step by step manner will provide 
the opportunity to consider alternative proposals and to evaluate the expertise and 
experience of various consultants. 


The Terms of Reference for the assessment should be reviewed by Transport Canada to 
ensure appropriate requirements and directions are provided to consultants. For the 

implementation and review of the assessment, an agency advisory group which included 
representatives of Transport Canada, Airport management, Transportation/Environmental 
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Services Group and the Planning and Development Department as well as relevant 
Provincial ministries could facilitate the flow of information and make sure that other 
agencies accepted the methodology of assessing impacts employed by the consultant. 


A well-organized and planned consultation process would be part of the assessment 
process. The creation of a community advisory group at the outset of the process should 
be considered. 


Other Matters to be Considered 


The question of runway extension cannot be considered separately from questions of the 
taxiway system, navigational aids and related ground improvements. Similarly, since there 
is a limited amount of developable airport land, the land use, road access and servicing of 
all lands abutting the airport should be considered similtaneously. 


Costs 


a) Study: Estimates provided by Transport Canada put the costs for an IEE for an 
extension to Runway 12L-30R at Hamilton to be between $150,000 and $250,000 
depending on various requirements including the number of sub-studies (i.e. air quality) that 
will need to be met. 


These estimates are for the development of the IEE only, not the entire EARP process. 
Should the project need to go before a full panel, the costs could be approximately 
$1,000,000. 


The estimates exceed the amounts currently set out in the capital budget. There are no 
indications of off-setting funding from outside sources, as required by the budget. 


b) Runway: 1989 estimates provided by Transport Canada suggested that project costs for 
a 2,000 ft. runway extension westward and a 500 ft. extension eastward could range 
upwards to $20,000,000, with a significant cost element being the relocation or burying of 
Hydro lines west of the airport. A study by B.J.Tworzjanski Ltd. in 1990, commissioned 
by Hamilton-Wentworth, estimated a construction cost of $5,000,000 to add 1,000 feet to 
each end of runway 12L-30R. 


Timing/Related Studies 


The Southern Ontario Area Airports Study (SOAAS) is examining the future development 
of significant airports in south-central Ontario in the light of civil aviation demand 
forecasts. It will report on the long term development options for Hamilton Airport, 
(among others), and will recommend how Transport Canada should be involved in the 
development and operation of airport facilities and services to accommodate civil aviation 
traffic. ; 


The SOAAS study is a component of the Strategy for Southern Ontario under which an 
Environmental Assessment Panel has been established. The first phase of the panel 
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mandate is to examine the proposal for additional runways at L.B. Pearson International 
Airport. The second phase of their mandate is to examine long-term aviation needs. The 
L.B. Pearson International Airport Master Plan and SOAAS are the two main components 
for submission to the panel. The expectations of the Panel are that the expansion of 
Hamilton Airport, as part of a long-term strategy, will be discussed at length during the 
second phase. 


A decision is expected with respect to the preferred alternative at L.B. Pearson 
International Airport by September 1992. If a decision is made by that time the 
Environmental Impact Statement for the Southern Ontario Area Airport Study is anticipated 
to be ready for public review in July 1993. 


The conclusions and forecasts of the SOAAS study will be indispensable to an up-to-date 
and accurate rationale for a runway improvement project at the airport. This type of 
information is required for an IEE, especially in view of the new legislation. Logically, a 
Hamilton Airport runway improvement IEE should follow the SOAAS study. Nevertheless, 
it may be appropriate to start the study once information is available or preliminary 
conclusions have been reached. It should not be necessary to wait for the approval of the 
SOAAS report. 


There are now four ongoing EARP processes by different proponents at or around the 
airport. Adding a fifth EA process now for a runway improvement project would certainly 
confuse the public and could lead to objections to present proposals. The results of these 
other processes should provide good information for reviewing the extent of public concern 
over airport development and therefore for determining the nature of public consultation 
that should be built into a runway extension EA process.

Thank you for your letter of February 5, 1992, in which you 
enclose a copy of your brief to the federal Environmental 
Assessment and Review Panel appointed to review air 
transportation proposals in the Toronto area. 


As you are aware, on February 6, 1992, the Government of 
Ontario announced its support for plans to build three 
additional runways at Pearson Airport. We believe the 
expansion plans for Pearson Airport are important to all of 
Ontario. Pearson contributes to the economic and social 
well-being of the Greater Toronto Area and to the well-being 
of Ontario as a whole. 


With respect to the Hamilton Airport, the province believes 
it to be an important component of the provincial salir 
transportation system. We believe that additional 
scheduled/charter passenger flights and cargo service could 
be well served by Hamilton as it has both the capacity and 
the desire to handle more traffic. This was made evident in 
our brief to the Panel. 


Shortly after the presentation of the provincial brief, 
officials of the Ministry of Transportation met with Mr. Jim 
Thoms of your Economic Development Department. The meeting 
Was arranged in order to explain the provincial position on 
Pearson and at the same time confirm the provincial interest 
in seeing an expanded role for the Hamilton Airport.

In this vein, Ontario supports the formation of a Local 
Airport Authority to oversee Pearson and other area airports 
possibly including Hamilton. The inter-relationship of the 
various area airports needs to be better coordinated and 
these facilities need to be operated as a single cohesive 
system. The province believes that a Local Airport 
Authority is the most efficient way of doing this, and will 
be actively pursuing the establishment of a Local Airport 
Authority in the coming months. To this end, we hope we can 
count on your interest and support in this endeavour. ~ 


This ministry will also be discussing an expanded role for 
Hamilton Airport with Transport Canada in the second phase 
of the Environmental Assessment Panel’s mandate to review © 
air transportation proposals in the South Central Ontario -: 
area. I encourage you to do the same. 


With respect to improved access to Hamilton Airport, an 
environmental assessment for Highway 6 (New) has been 
submitted to the Ministry of the Environment for approval. 
At the present time,-we are awaiting a decision on whether 
the project will be approved or if it will require a public 
hearing. If the project is approved, we would still 
anticipate a 3-4 year lead time for design and property 
acquisition before construction can begin. If a hearing is 
required, another 1-2 years will be added to the timeframe. 


I hope the foregoing information is useful.

WILL THERE EVER BE MODERN ELECTRIC PASSENGER TRAINS IN NORTH AMERICA? 

North American railways are badly antiquated, with much of the 
technology practically unchanged since the 19th century when steam 
trains provided the best means of transportation on land. This 
applies notably to four important aspects: 


1. Track construction: The predominance of the flimsy spike, com- 
bined with the exceedingly heavy freight trains, results in a shoddy 
track structure, sideways rocking of coaches, an inordinately high 
number of derailments and very high maintenance costs. It seriously 
limits the speed which can be attained by passenger trains. 


2. There is a proliferation of level crossings everywhere except in 
the major urban areas, which also reduces speeds and contributes to 
level-crossing accidents - again increasing operating and maintenance 
costs. In rural areas, it causes endless screaming and howling of 
diesel trains, which is especially annoying at night. 


3. With only a few exceptions, there is a lack of electrification 
and an almost complete reliance on diesel traction, an antiquated 
technology which uses three times as much energy and causes a lot 
more air and noise pollution, as well as higher maintenance costs. 

In this regard, Canada is even more backward, having only a short 
archaic DC line out of Montreal with technology dating from the First 
World War, and a clumsy 50 kV mining line in British Columbia. 


4. Passenger services are largely reminiscent of the 19th century, 
with platforms lacking at most stations, so that archaic step stools 
still have to be used (the laughing stock of European visitors), and 
often only one door is opened in an entire train. 

Speed has barely improved since the steam era, and in many in- 
stances not at all. There are fewer trains, with only one daily pas- 
senger train on most Amtrak lines outside of the NorthEast Corridor 
and Southern California. Many major U.S. cities don’t even have any 
passenger trains. 


Among the main reasons for the backward state of the American 
railways is their private ownership, and the unfair competition by 
highway users - trucks, buses and cars - which get most of their 
infrastructure, the roads and highways, built and maintained Dye 
levels of government. 

There is a paradoxical situation in Canada, where the tracks of 
the private Canadian Pacific Railway are usually in better shape than 
those (often parallel) of the Canadian National Railways. 


Compared with the very modern electric railways in Western Euro- 
pean countries, most of which are owned and operated by the national 
governments, North American passenger trains are indeed to a large 
Sexctentla relicetrom: the last century. 


By contrast, there have been significant advances in Western 
Europe in these four areas: 


1. Track construction: Rail fasteners have gone through several 
stages of improvement, after dog spikes were abandoned some 50-60 
years ago (now only found on some industrial sidings and very minor 
branch lines). Main lines now have tension clamps, Nabla in France, 
Toyo in Japan, and Vossloh in Germany and many other countries; less 
sophisticated are the Pandrol spring clips which predominate in 
England. Either method represents a vast improvement over spikes.

Rails are continuously welded, which provides for a smoother ride 
and eliminates most of the clickety-clack (but that is not a very 
practical idea with spikes). 

Furthermore, axle loads of all trains (including freight) are 
limited to 20 metric tons in Sweden and Switzerland, 22 t in Germany 
and Italy, but nowhere more than 23 t (except for the U.K. with ao ig 
which cannot boast the best trains anyway). A smooth track can be 
maintained at reasonable costs, which is not possible with the 30-40 
metric ton axle loads of freight trains in North America. The clumsy 
diesel locomotives have to be heavy to be effective; they are in the 
26-31 ton-per-axle range. 


2. Level crossings have generally been eliminated from most double- 
track main Lines (in Switzerland even from regional single-track 
lines such as the Bodensee-Toggenburg Railway). 

On single-track branch lines with level crossings, there are no 
night trains; and there is no whistling at any time where they are 
protected with automatic gates. 


3. In most of Western Europe, all main lines are electric. Leading 
is Switzerland, with all of its 5000 km network electric; in most 
other countries, between 70 and 90% of railway traffic is handled 
with electric traction. This means much lower energy use and the 
virtual elimination of air pollution, especially where hydro-electric 
or nuclear power is used. 

Together with the superior infrastructure and fail-safe signal- 
ling, this allows for higher speeds, greater comfort for passengers, 
and a vast reduction in accidents, especially derailments. 


4, Passenger services are exemplary. Main lines in Germany, the 
Netherlands, Switzerland and France have hourly trains throughout 
the day, often with Express Trains as well as Regional Trains serving _ 
intermediate towns; they usually leave on the same minute after the 
hour. Secondary lines have a train at least every two hours. The 
frequency is usually doubled during rush hours. 

Major airports are integrated with the nation-wide intercity 
express passenger network, especially in Switzerland, Germany and the 
Netherlands, to a lesser extent in England, and soon also in France. 


The main passenger stations have all the amenities needed by 
travellers, including banks, tourist offices, mini-markets as well 
as post-offices, which are lacking even at major airports in North 
America. 

The American reaction. 

Some American and Canadian politicians visiting Europe and Japan 
seem to have been so overwhelmed by the high-speed trains that they 
have been advocating expensive but mostly isolated high-speed railway 
projects, without any significant government spending (so they say). 

In other words, they want private enterprise to organize the 
instant transition of passenger trains on a few selected lines from 
19th century to 21st century technology, a gigantic leap at enormous 
costs, for which government subsidies would undoubtedly be sought. 
The Ontario experiment. 

Something like that happened in Ontario about 20 years ago, when 
its Premier, William Davis, stopped any further progress in building 
freeways in the City of Toronto - with the result that Toronto often 
has chaotic traffic jams and less than one third as many as freeways 
as Montreal or San Diego, cities of comparable size. He was pro- 
claimed a public hero by transit authorities across North America. @ 
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Instead, Premier Davis founded the Urban Transit Development 
Corporation, which appears to have duplicated much of the research 
already carried out in Europe, except for the introduction of linear 
motors (the propulsion aspect of maglev trains) in what was then 
promoted as "ALRT". It was a costly experiment, with limited suc- 


cess, mainly consisting of a 21 km line in Vancouver; a 7 km line in 


Scarborough, east of Toronto; and a small single-track loop of 5 km 
(3 miles) in Detroit, apart from ordinary subway cars mainly for 
Third-World countries. They also built trams for Toronto; but the 
prototype was imported from Switzerland. 


In 1986, the UTDC was sold to the engineering firm of Lavalin in 
Montreal, for peanuts, $30 million, but only $10 million in cash; in 
1988, the Province had to fork back $26 million for the loss of an 
anticipated Via Rail contract. lLavalin in turn went bankrupt, and 
the Ontario taxpayers haven’t seen the end of it, according to some 
estimates having been burdened with as much as one billion dollars, 
and with only a short, at times noisy, and slow (75 km/h, or 47 mph) 
lineMwinwGast Toronto, to show for it. 


Even though the Scarborough Line was beset with many serious 
problems, some municipal and provincial politicians still want to 
extend it for 3 km across the 401 freeway to the locality of Malvern, 
despite an enormous cost of at least $325 million (one estimate which 
appeared in the news media was as high as $447 million!). A similar 
extension of a regular modern electric railway line would cost no 
more than $20 million. 

(Most details obtained from articles in the Globe and Mail, Toronto.) 
Passenger railways in Canada. 

The Federal Government owns both the Canadian National Railways 
and Via Rail, the passenger railway operating agency, but never gave 
it the kind of viable mandate that Amtrak got in the U.S. It has 
been reducing passenger services on one hand, and investigating 
high-speed technology on the other. It wants private enterprise 
to finance the venture; but Bombardier which obtained the rights to 
French high-speed technology expects substantial subsidies from the 
Federal Government (up to $6 billion according to a consulting firm). 
Maglev proposals. 

Extensive research on maglev technology has been conducted in 
Germany and Japan for many years, financed by governments and private 
industry. But no commercial track has been built, since the techno- 
logy is still in the experimental stage. 


The situation is very much reminiscent of the research which went 
into supersonic planes in France, the Soviet Union and the United 
States; but only the French-British Concorde went into commercial 
production, the idea having been abandoned elsewhere. 


All the same, some American politicians are still dreaming about 
maglev, and the Buffalo News, in January 1992 (in a 4-part series on 


high-speed trains), devoted two articles to maglev trains and three 
projects proposed in the United States: 
A Los Angeles - Las Vegas maglev line for $5,1 billion, "on hold 


because of financing problems"; 

a $500 million "demonstration project” in Orlando, to be financed 
by the Japanese (with German "Transrapid" technology); and - 

a maglev test track in the U.S., in order to revive the dormant 
U.S. maglev technology, for which congressional approval for $775 
million is being sought.

The first article in the Buffalo News, on 5 January 1992, also M 
described a New York State study which proposed 386 km/h (240 mph) 
maglev trains whizzing between Buffalo and New York City, with an 
estimated capital cost, of $10,6 billion, or $1355 maition sper sk1.0— e 
meter ($21,4 million per mile) which would "conserve 7,8 million 
gallons of fuel each year". 

This estimate seems speculative and unrealistically low for a 
technology which is much more costly than high-speed trains on rails, 
and which has not yet been proven, since there is still no line in 
commercial use. Besides, these very costly projects would benefit 
only a small number of prospective users, mainly amateur gamblers 
travelling to Las Vegas. 

The experimental aspect is also evident from the following state- 
ment in the Buffalo News article: 

"Though they acknowledge more research is needed to determine the 
health effects of its electromagnetic forces, maglev’s promoters 
boast that it is efficient, weather-proof and accident-proof." 

(The term "boasting" is appropriate; after all, how do they know that 
accidents will not happen, if there is still no line in commercial 
use?) 

Most maglev lines which may eventually be built, would mainly 
benefit business travellers on an expense account (for whom the high 
cost of fares is no object). The competition would be most effective 
against the airlines, mostly for the lucrative first and business 
class travellers. Since energy use would be very high, it would not 
be of any benefit to the environment. Does the government really 
want to spend billions of dollars for thate 

Since it would never be a true public service, it would make 
sense to leave such a venture entirely to private enterprise. 

The prospects for high-speed trains in the United States. 

The Buffalo News devoted a series of four long articles to eS 
high-speed trains (5-8 January 1992), which described the concept 
in glowing terms and quoted several leading proponents among the 
politicians. 

High-speed trains on rails are, contrary to the maglev principle, 
a tried-and-tested technology; and the French TGV Sud-Est line has 
not had an accident in 10 years of operation. 


All the same, high-speed lines have several major disadvantages 
over modern electric lines for standard speeds of 160-200 km/h (or 
100-125 mph): 

* High-speed lines are at least twice as costly to build as those 
for regular electric railway lines for 200 km/h, partly because they 
use much more land; and the rolling stock is 2-3 times as expensive. 
Their tunnels are more costly, because they require a much larger 
cross-section than those drilled with rotary tunnelling machinery. 


x They use a lot more electric energy: At 250 km/h, energy use, 
compared with 200 km/h, doubles; and at 300 km/h, it is three times 
as high, in effect negating most of the energy Savings over diesel 


traction. Just imagine what the energy use would be at 400 km/h, 
and for maglev trains! 
* Because of the much higher capital and operating costs, fares 


would have to be high; and it would not be a true public service, 
Since it would benefit only rich people and business travellers on 

an expense account. 

* Since each stop reduces the average speed to a greater exent, the 
higher the maximum speed, all but the largest metropolitan centers 
would have to be neglected; and high-speed lines are normally not a 
Shared with slower Regional Trains serving all intermediate towns. € 
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* Modern electric trains at 160-200 km/h are, in some respects, 
more comfortable than those running at 250 km/h and higher speeds. 


* Because of the higher noise levels at high speeds much above 
200 km/h, the trains would have to travel through all urban areas 
at greatly reduced speeds. But disturbance to rural dwellers cannot 


be avoided; this is one reason for the greater land requirements. 


Since 1981, there have been a dozen or so official proposals for 
high-speed lines in the United States. According to the Jane’s World 
Railways annuals, the first proposals were for the NorthEast Corridor 
and for a Los Angeles - San Diego line. Regarding the latter, there 
appears to have been a decision in 1983 to the effect that Japanese 
technology was rejected “without full evaluation of other systems". 


High-speed lines proposed in subsequent years included: Houston - 
Dallas; Philadelphia - Pittsburgh; Los Angeles - Las Vegas; Miami - 
Orlando - Tampa; Chicago - Milwaukee - St.Paul; New York - Albany - 
Burlington - Montreal; Cleveland - Columbus - Cincinnati; Chicago - 
Detroit; Chicago - St.Louis; and a feasibility study for Savannah - 
Atlanta. 

The New York - Montreal line was considered not to be viable, 
because "likely revenues are inadeqaute to amortise construction 
costs”. (With regular modern electric trains, at least the New York 
- Albany section would certainly be viable for a double track, since 
it could carry Intercity Express and Regional Trains between New York 
and Albany-Schenectady, as well as Express Trains to Montreal and to 
Buffalo - Cleveland - Detroit and Chicago. ) 

None of the other high-speed proposals have so far materialized 
either, mainly because they all relied on private financing. 


The Texas Triangle may be the first exception, even though its 
population base, relative to distance, is lower than for the French 
and Japanese high-speed lines. Besides, it would be an isolated 
system, since the high-speed trains could not continue over electric 
lines to neighboring States. 

The trains of the TGV Sud-Est from Paris continue beyond Lyon Le 
Many cities farther afield: Avignon, Marseilles, Nice and Toulouse in 
the south, and Genéve, Lausanne and Bern in Switzerland. 

The TGV Atlantique trains run at 300 km/h only for the first 
180-220 km from Paris to LeMans and Tours; but most trains continue, 
at 160-200 km/h, for another 150 km to Rennes and Nantes to the west, 
300 km to Bordeaux, and another 320 km to Toulouse (at 140-160 km/h, 
or half the speed), and similarly to Dax, Lourdes, Bayonne, etc. 


In its 27 January 1992 issue, Newsweek magazine was more reali- 
stic in its assessment of the chances for the high-speed projects, 
which have all been cancelled, abandoned, or rejected; or they are 
"in doubt", precisely because of their reliance on private funding. 


This article shows a trend towards a preferance for 200 km/h electric 


trains over "high speed”, with government funding. 


Government ownership is essential for a true public service. 

When the North American railroads were first built, they were 
endowed with huge land grants and substantial monetary subsidies. 
In the United States, some 80 railroad companies were given almost 
one million square kilometers of land, or about 10 % of U.S. terri- 
tory - about 200 times what was needed for the tracks and stations. 

In Canada, the Canadian Pacific Railway Co. received 36 million 
acres (146 000 km?) from the Federal Government and the provinces, 
about 500 times the area occupied by the tracks and stations! 
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As a result of this generosity, profit-hungry speculators built 
a vast network of often redundant single-track railway lines, mostly 
as fast, as cheaply and as shoddily as they could get away with, 
often with few straight. sections (in order to avoid any major earth- 
work) and with countless level crossings. & 

In 1960, there were still 8 different railroad companies running 
to Buffalo: 6 lines to the south, whereof 3 parallel; 5 lines to the 
east, whereof 3 parallel; 3 lines to the north; and a single-track 
bridge west to Canada. 

If it had not been for this diversity of companies, it would have 
been practical to handle all freight trains with one set of double 
tracks in each direction, to the south, east and north. That is how 
it has been done with the national railways in Europe, with far less 
wasted land. 

The overriding profit motive of the private railroads eventually 
led to the abandonment of the public-service principle (which was a 
commitment in return for the generous land and cash grants) - so that 
Amtrak had to take over passenger services in the United States, and 
Via Rail in Canada. 

As if the unfair competition by road users wasn’t enough, urban 
passenger rail lines in many cities were bought up by a private con- 
sortium, which turned out to be a conspiracy to get rid of them and 
to replace them with diesel buses. When that was discovered, the 
U.S. Government levied a fine of $5000., which is infinitesimal com-. 
pared to the damage done, not only with air pollution, but the many 
billions of dollars it now takes to rebuild the urban rail lines (for 
example, in Los Angeles). 

If private enterprise is entrusted with the building and opera- 
tion of high-speed or any other modern electric passenger railway 
lines, and the Federal Government contributes the requested subsi- 
dies, what is to prevent history from repeating itself? 


It would make much more sense for the U.S. and Canadian Federal @ 
Governments to assume the full responsibility for the building and 
operation of the dedicated electric passenger lines, but in a more 
modest way, as described in the next chapter. Only in that way can 
a_ true public service be guaranteed, with frequent modern electric 
trains, at reasonable fares, and full access for the handicapped. 


As a non-profit enterprise, it should be exempt from all taxes, 
by all levels of government, which in turn will help to keep capital 
and operating costs, as well as fares, down. That kind of strategy 
is essential in view of to-day’s high labour costs and the enormity 
of the task. 

Dedicated passenger lines within one State or Province could be 
established by that government jurisdiction, in cooperation with the 
federal passenger agency and the freight railroads. 
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A compromise solution. 
Instead of letting passenger trains become a dinosaur, while the 


government subsidizes costly high-speed projects for a few isolated 
lines, it would make more sense to proceed in stages and first bring 
the nation-wide passenger railway network up to the advanced Western 
European standards of the 1950’s. . 

However, because the heavy freight trains and fast modern passen- 
ger trains are incompatible, dedicated passenger tracks have to be 
established in the more heavily populated States in the East, as far 
as Texas and Minnesota, and on the West Coast, with the following 
features: 


Ra Smooth modern tracks, with secure resilient fasteners, and con- 
tinuously welded rails; @ 
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all restrictive curves and level crossings eliminated; 


* electric traction with 25 kV 60 Hz power supply; 
* fail-safe signalling and mobile telephones. 
* Passenger services would equal the best in Western Europe, with 


a train every hour on double-track lines and every 2 hours on single- 
track lines; more frequently during rush hours and in urban areas. 
Express Trains would link major Cities; whereas Regional Trains would 
serve all intermediate towns. 


x Major airports directly integrated with the intercity express 
passenger network, with the railway station at the main terminal; 
linked to any other terminals by means of a modern electric people- 
mover shuttle. 

x Passenger stations with wide platforms, at least 60 cm high; 
elevators; and full access for the handicapped in wheelchairs. 
Major stations would have escalators and all amenities needed by 
travellers, including post-offices. 

In order to keep land acquisition costs as low as possible, and 
to avoid disruption to built-up urban areas, existing railway corri- 
dors would be utilized wherever practical (without impeding freight 
operations); abandoned railway corridors would be even better, where 
available. In some instances, peripheral land of highway or hydro 
corridors might also be used, or even a wide freeway median. 


Through major urban areas, regular modern electric railways have 
Significant advantages over subway lines. They are less costly to 
construct; they are much less noisy, and more comfortable for passen- 
gers, and the tracks can be shared with long-distance trains. 

Four dedicated passenger tracks are recommended between New York 
(or more precisely Union City, N.J. at the west end of the tunnel ) 
and Washington, and between Chicago and Gary, Indiana, whereof two 
tracks for Express Trains, and two for Regional Trains which stop at 
all stations. . : 

In a later phase, the express tracks could be upgraded to a maxi- 
mum speed of 250 km/h, at moderate cost. That may also be justified 


for other double-track lines, such as: New York - Boston; Chicago - 
Detroit; Washington - Miami; Philadelphia - Pittsburgh; and Toronto - 
Montreal. Except for the long New York - Miami run, the higher speed 


could be restricted to rush hours; and there would be a modest sur- 
charge to cover the extra expense for energy use (and for the rolling 
stock), as is now the case with ICE and TGV trains in Europe. 


The freight railroads would especially benefit from the electri- 
fication of the transcontinental lines, through large savings in 
energy use and costs. The Federal Governments could subsidize elec- 
Ere cation costs... in turn for free use of the electrified lines by 
two daily Amtrak passenger trains in each direction. 

Conclusion. 

Considering the many billions of dollars spent on highways and 
airports, it would be fully justified to now dedicate several billion 
to restore passenger railways to their former national importance, 
especially in consideration of the fact that, with electrification 
and other aspects of modern railway technology, they can provide the 
safest, fastest, most comfortable, most energy-efficient and least 
polluting of all forms of public transportation. 

This type of more down-to-warth approach would be of much greater 
benefit to the environment, to the national economy and to the labour 
market than a few isolated but costly high-speed projects.

omitted the amount of the subsidy in 
its final report because if the amount 
had been left in, the task force 
wouldn’t have been doing its job. 

“While there was recognition that 
the level of subsidy was high, there 
was also the feeling that ndership 
and revenue forecasts were conser- 
vative,” Ms. Larson said. “By 
including ail that perspective, it 
would really distort their role as 
advisers to government.”

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Canada misses train 


in railway revolution 


HE TRAIN AND its future is 
news these days, with Ottawa 
twisting like a corpse on the 
‘gallows of public opinion in 
an almost hopeless venture to find 
an answer to the Canadian love- 
hate relationship with rail travel.

Part of the problem is historical. 
Once, to dump on the rail compa- 
nies was tantamount to dumping on 
the flag or perhaps the emblem of 
an even higher realm. Such a posi- 
tion was bound to breed contempt. 
Older farmers on the Prairies still 
sniff at bad weather and snarti: 
“God damn the CPR.” 

It has been more than a decade 
since CP Rail and its crown-owned 
counterpart, CN Rail, unloaded 
passengers for less querulous and 
more reliable freight cargo. But 
Via Rail, the government-subsi- 
dized inheritor of a passenger ser- 
vice that more than one knowled- 


gable observer has labelled “Third: 


World,” still has a whiff of institu- 
tional grey about it. Moreover the 


system itself and much of the. 


equipment is embarrassingly anti- 
quated. 

The question of whether to dump 
Via or yank it by the tax-payers’ 
bootstraps into the twentieth cen- 
tury became even more muddied 
recently with the publication by 
The Globe and Mail of a Via report, 
at the time unseen by Transport 
Minister Benoit Bouchard, which 
showed that either route would cost 
a bundle. The most intriguing 
element of the report was the sug- 
gestion that the busiest section of 
Canada’s passenger network — the 
Quebec-Windsor corridor — could 
be saved by spending $4-billion on 
a 300-kilometre-an-hour system 
that would be profitable within a 
year of hitting the rails. 

Private rail transport experts 
yawned politely at the suggestion, 
but said they weren’t holding their 
breaths. An official of Transport 
2000, an independent think tank 
which favors railways, explained 
that Ottawa is too besotted with air 
travel, and the need to build more 
runways at airports. already 
clogged with road and air traffic, to 
consider the resurrection of pas- 
senger rail. 

Which, if true, would be a pity. 

Anyone who has travelled to Eu- 
rope or Japan in recent years can- 


not fail to be impressed by the 
apparent revival in train travel, a 
point which the leaked Via report 
takes pains to point out. 


France is out front in the devel- 
opment of both the mechanical anc 
institutional framework necessary 
for technical, commercial anc 
financial success on rails, says the 
report. The French national 
railway, SNCF, completed its first 
super-fast Train a Grande Vitesse 
line between Paris and Lyon in 
1981. The TGV network now links 36 
French cities. A second line to the 
Atlantic and southwest is sched- 
uled to open next month and work 
is about to start on an internationai 
line tying together Paris, Brussels, 
Cologne, Amsterdam and London, 
via the Channe! Tunnel. Within five 
years, as many as 300 TGV trains 
are expected to be sighing across 
the French landscape. 


And France is not alone. Italy’s 
Alta Velocita high speed network is 
to get 2,200 kilometres of new track 
by the year 2000, with the first sec- 
tion — Rome-Florence — slated to 
open next year. West Germany is 
going the same way, planning a ta- 
tal of 4,000 kilometres of 200-kph 
track. Spain is spending $21.5-bil- 
lion to create a high-speed net- 
work, while Japan, after sitting on 
its.Shikansen (bullet-train) laurels 
for a while, has unveiled plans for 
new equipment capable of speeds 
of 300 kph. 


Britain and even the United 
States, which shares Canada’s 
technological Third Worid status 
when it comes to trains, are mod- 
estly modernizing their rail sys- 
tems. High-speed rail projects are 
being Icoked at in Florida, Califor 
nia, Ohio, Texas, Pennsylvania and 
Michigan. The Florida project is 
most advanced, with two private 
companies competing for a fran- 
chise that will be awarded in 1991. 


Down under, a joint venture of 
four private companies has put up 
$20-million for an advanced feasi- 
bility study of a 350-kph train be- 
tween Sydney and Melbourne. 


In Canada, meanwhile, we watch 
the politicians twirl, and feel be- 
trayed because an out-of-date rail 
network and equipment that is old- 
er than most of its potential riders, 
fails to woo the traveller out of the 
car or off the plane. 


The Via Rail report on the poten- 
tial for passenger rail service in 
Canada is undoubtedly self serv- 
ing. But it raises the question: Is it 
just possible the rest of the devel- 
oped worid knows something that 
we don’t?

Ambitious rail plans 
keep going off the track 


ead to the station and settle into the 
cushioned seat. Order a gourmet 
lunch. Write on a table as steady as 
your office desk. In just two hours you’ll be 
there, calm, collected, ready to do busi- 
ness—400 miles from home. With the high- 
speed train, you missed that old-fashioned 
airport hassle. And none of this costs tax- 
payers a cent: the ticket price will provide 
every penny needed to build and run it. 
The image is seductive. Too bad it’s also 
illusory. While 200-mile-an-hour trains are 
in vogue from Germany to South Korea, 
they won’t be coming to your neighborhood 
any time soon. Across the country, flashy 
proposals for advanced high-speed systems 
have met with failure. New trains are in 
America’s future—but for years to come, 
they'll be using existing technology, run- 
ning on existing track and reaching top 
speeds of a modest 125 miles an hour. Says 
William Lathrop of Parsons Brinckerhoff, 


a leading engineering firm, “The glamour | 


projects of two or three years ago don’t look 
like they’re there anymore.” 

The latest plan to run into difficulty is in 
Texas. Last year the state authorized a 
French-backed consortium to build three 
lines linking the state’s largest 
Cities by the late 1990s. The

Railroad Commissioner Bob Krueger. “If 
they come asking for tax-free bonds, they 
are really asking taxpayers around the 
country for assistance.” The project’s fu- 
ture is clouded. 

Other privately financed proposals have 
already collapsed. Plans for a 317-mile line 
linking Miami, Orlando and Tampa died 
last spring after its sponsors, headed by the 
Swiss-Swedish equipment manufacturer 
Asea Brown Boveri, decided that real-es- 


| tatedevelopment around stations wouldn’t 


cover the cost. A futuristic scheme to link 
Las Vegas and Anaheim with magnetically 
propelled vehicles fell apart in November. 
Only one major project is near construc- 
tion: the $800 million reconstruction of 
Amtrak’s 231-mile New York-Boston line. 
By 1998, Swedish X-2000 tilt trains, which 
can take curves at high speeds, will connect 
the two cities over newly electrified track 
in less than three hours. That’s an hour 
faster than express trains today, but the 


| average speed will be only 78 mph—a far 


cry from the 135-mph average of Europe’s 
fastest trains. 

Why can’t high-speed trains get out of 
the station in America? The big problems 
are markets and money. “Some subsidy is 
going to be required,” says investment 
banker Marc Fasteau of Dillon Read & Co. 
Vast sums are involved. Trains that hit 


speeds over 150 mph, like the TGV, require 
special track free of freight trains, curves 
and steep grades. Amtrak’s estimate for 
50 miles of new high-speed track in rural 
Rhode Island and Connecticut was $1.8 bil- 
lion—a stunning $36 million a mile. The 
$3.2 billion price tag on a proposed Cleve- 
land-Cincinnati line wouldn’t even cover 
the cost of eliminating many grade cross- 
ings; in those areas, trains would have to 
run well below their top speed of 185 mph. 
Even Amtrak’s low-budget New York-Bos- 
ton project requires federal financing: the 
trains are expected to turn an operating 
profit, but not enough to recover the con- 
struction cost. 

No advantage: Impressive as it is, the new 
railroad technology used in Europe and 
Japan may not fit American circum- 
stances. Japan’s bullet train races between 
central-city terminals, but relatively few 
Americans live or work downtown—and 
few U.S. cities have transit systems to 


move passengers quickly to their final des- 


tinations. France’s fast Paris-Lyons TGV 


line is a hit at least in part because the 


French government keeps the cost of 
plane and car travel high. And on some 
proposed U.S. routes, trains may not have 
a competitive advantage. ‘“‘What you need 
to make high-speed rail work is highway

States like Washington and 
Wisconsin are looking to follow 
Amtrak’s Northeastern strate- 
gy, electrifying lines and 
buying equipment to speed up 
conventional service. Llinois 
figures that for a mere $400 
million, it can halve the cur- 
rent six-hour running time be- 
tween Chicago and St. Louis. 
“We’re proud to call it the poor 
man’s approach to high-speed 
rail,” says Illinois rail chief 
Merrill Travis. It’s not high 
tech—but that may be just 
what it takes to get high-speed 
rail on track.

For most of its history 
the TTC has been 
a transit SUCCESS. 
What's happened?

EVENTY YEARS AGO this month, 
Torontonians were celebrating the 
establishment of the municipally- 
owned Toronto Transit Commission 
(ITC). Its formation on Sept. 1, 1921, sig- 


- nalled an era of expansion and moderniza- 


tion of the city’s rundown streetcar system 
and an end to the labor strife that had 
afflicted the earlier, poorly-run Toronto 
Railway Company (TRC). 

Today, Torontonians are once again 
faced with a strike-bound transit system 
that is badly. in need of modernization, 
expansion and reform of its management 
structure. It is no cause for celebration. 

The TTC began life as a result of a plebi- 
scite in which Torontonians voted in favor 
of a municipal takeover of the privately- 
owned TRC. The company’s franchise for 
operation was coming to a close in 1921 
and Torontonians were sick of the compa- 
ny. It had refused to extend its lines into 
the new areas of the city and had contin- 
ued to build wooden streetcars to designs 
from around the turn of the century. 

As well, during its 30-year existence, the 
TRC had four strikes and three periods of 
prolonged employee unrest. Torontonians 
were sick of the disruption of what the 
regarded as an essential service, even if it 
was a generally poor service at that. 

One public fear about municipal owner- 
ship was political interference. To over- 
come this, the TTC was established with a 
commission style of management. The 
commissioners would be appointed by the 
City of Toronto, but there would be no 
direct involvement by the city in its day-to- 
day operations. It was expected that this 
would result in a transit system run ac- 
cording to the principle of maximum ser- 
vice at minimum cost. Indeed, the TTC 
was to be financially self-sufficient. 

For nearly 50 years, this system worked 
just fine. The TTC modernized public 
transportation in Toronto and earned an 
enviable reputation throughout the transit 
industry. It was run with a degree of fru- 
gality and precision that would make a 
British army colonel blush. It constantly 
modernized its services, buying well-eng!- 
neered equipment, such as.the ‘Red Rock- 
ets’’ or Presidents’ Conference Committee 
(PCC} streetcars, which it had a hand in 
designing. It paid most of the costs of the 
Yonge subway — Canada’s first — with 
profits it generated during World War II. 
And it got Torontonians where they want- 
ed to go on time most of the time. 

The TTC’s problems started when it had 
to turn to Metro — its owner after 1954 — 
and the provincial government for cash to 
pay the construction costs of an expanded 
subway system. While the cash was neces- 
sary and weicome, it brought in an unwel- 
come management team. Bit by bit, the 
province and Metro began making more 
decisions for the TTC. 

For example, in the early ’70s, Bill Da- 
vis’s Conservatives were itching to forma 
provincially-owned company to build revo- 
lutionary new forms of transit equipment.

Never mind that there were other, proven 
technologies that could have done the job 
at a fraction of the cost of the government 
of Ontario’s unproven designs. 

The result was that the province, need- 
ing a guinea pig for these new technolo- 
gies, forced them on to the TTC. If the TTC 
wanted capital for rapid transit expansion, 
then it had to take what the province com- 
manded. The unreliable and expensive 
Scarborough RT is the most graphic evi- 
dence of this provincial meddling. 

Metro’s warping of the TTC has taken 
various forms. First, the TTC was com- 
pelled to do battle with the Metro Roads 
Department after 1954. The record clearly 
shows that this department had only one 
goal for Metro Toronto: more and bigger 
roads. Transit was a complication for this 
automobile-based policy and the TTC suf- 
fered. Metro Roads, for example, wouldn’t 
let the TTC have reserved streetcar-only 
lanes on St. Clair Ave. to speed commuters 
to and from work. . 

As recently as 1990, Metro Roads tried 
to derail Toronto Councillor Howard Lev- 
ine’s proposal for trolley bus, taxi and bi- 
cycle lanes down Bay St. Even the TTC 
didn’t want to get involved in this latest 
scheme. Yet, because it is a city street and 
not a Metro street, the Bay Street Urban 
Clearway went ahead and has been a ben- 
efit to the TTC and its users. 

Metro also switched to a system of ap- 
pointing TTC commissioners from within 
Metro Council only and not including 
members from the public at large. Even 


the previous system had been badly 
flawed, with appointments generally based 
on political patronage, not expertise and 
commitment to better transit. Yet, it still 
gave the TTC some admirable commis- 
sioners, such as Julian Porter, who became 
quite a transit advocate. 

The current group of political TTC com- 
missioners, with the exception of Metro 
Councillor Mike Colle, may be described 
as weak and lacklustre. Only Colle has 
come out as a strong advocate of better 
transit; the others have loped along as the 
TIC's once razor-sharp standards have 
fallen and ridership has declined. They 
have joined the long line of bureaucrats 
who want Torontonians to believe the TTC 
is better than ever when it obviously isn’t. 

Despite the frustrations of many TTC 
users, Toronto still has the best transit 
system on this continent. But it has deteri- 
orated in recent years as the careful plan- 
ning of 70 years ago has been eroded by 
various levels of government. 

If Toronto is to remain the city with 
North America’s highest per capita transit 
ridership, then some fast and forceful 


work is in order. The place to start is with . 


a return to the principles and legislation 
that created the TTC 70 years ago. Then, 
the TTC may correctly describe itself as 
the better way.

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Time to rethink 
Metro and Queen’s Park have some tough decisions to 

make this fall about the future of the four-year-old 

Scarborough rapid transit line, known locally as the RT. ; 

At issue is the escalating cost of the high-maintenance 
RT line that soon must be expanded to meet future demand. 
Should Metro and the province buy new cars at $2.5 million 
eaci: and extend the track? Or should the RT be scrapped in 
favor of more conventional — and less costly — technology? 

These questions will be paramount when a staff report 
on the future of the RT, once hailed as state-of-the-art 
technology, is discussed by the TTC later this month. 

When the 7-kilometre (4 miles) link between the 
Kennedy subway station and Scarborough city centre was 
originally conceived by the TTC in the early ’70s, the pian 
was to build a regular streetcar line. 

But at the insistence of the Bill Davis-led Progressive 
Conservative government, the project was upgraded to 
provide a showcase for new technology invented by the 
Urban Transit Development Corp., then provinciaily-owned. 

The TTC is right to take a hard second look at the 
system, especially now when government transit dollars are 
scarce. Ultimately, the RT’s fate rests with Metro and the 
province since they alone hold the purse strings. And they 
will be hard pressed to ignore the financial facts: 

O The cost per rider in provincial and Metro subsidies is 38 
cents on the RT, compared with 14 cents on a streetcar or 
bus and 5 cents on a subway. 

C] About 30 maintenance workers run a typical streetcar 
marshalling yard that handles 150 vehicles, but 12 workers 
are needed just to care for Scarborough’s 28 RT cars. 

O The RT carries about 33,000 riders per day, but a subway 
can carry 40,000 riders per hour. 

O RT cars cost a whopping $2.5 million each and carry up 
to 80 riders. The new stretch streetcars can carry 160 
passengers and cost about $1.5 million each. 

All that’s on top of the fact that the RT doesn’t mesh 
with the TTC's existing streetcar or subway technology. 
That means the RT will be an “orphan” line forever. 

Metro and the province ought to give serious study to 
cutting their losses and scrapping the system in favor of a 
streetcar or subway line. Why throw good money atter bad?

Is here to stay 


despite high cost, 
commission says

The Scarborough RT is here to stay, no matter how much It 
costs. : 
Toronto transit commissioners gave it the thumbs up by a 4- 
! vote last night. after nearly five hours of debate on the future 
of the high-tech train link between the Kennedy subway station. 
and Scarborough Town Centre. 


They decided the same contro- 
versial technology will be used to 
build a $447 million extension of 
the line to Sheppard Ave., when 
and if the 2.9-kilometre (1.8-mile ) 
extension Is approved. 

They also decided to look Into 
using RT technology to build a 
transit line along Sheppard Ave., 
despite a TTC-Metro report that 
calls for a subway there Instead. 

They rejected the idea of con- 
verting the RT to a new style of ad- 
vanced streetcars, despile a TTC 
staff report that says the conver- 
sion could be done, and the line ex- 
tended to Sheppard, for $23 million 
Jess than if RT technology were 
continued. 

They'll also ask the province to 
consider paying the $3 million to 
$4 million cost of putting noise 
barriers along the line, to appease 
neighborhoods that still complain 
about high RT noise levels. 

The debate had been prompted 
by concerns raised by TTC vice- 
chairman Mike Colle, who com- 
plained Metro wasn’t getting 
‘enough bang for Its buck” for a 
transit line using cars that cost 
nearly $3 million and carry just 75 
people. A subway car costs half 
that and carries 225 people. 

He said he couldn't believe the 
TTC was now talking about ex- 
tending the line to Yonge St. along 
Sheppard Ave., and estimated the 
cost of doing that at $4 billion. 


Emotional debate 


Emotions ran high throughout 
the afternoon In Scarborough City 
Hall, as more than 20 speakers, 
from Scarborough politicians to 
TTC engineers to ordinary citi- 
zens, debated the merits of the 
four-year-old RT line. 

Scarborough Mayor Joyce Trim- 
mer scolded critics of the RT, cail- 
ing it “a lie’ for anyone to say it 
had been “foisted” on Metro by the 
former Conservative provincial 
government cager to showcase the 
technology of its then crown cor 
ration, the Urban Transportation 
Development Corp. 

She compared the talk about 
scrapping the RT to the decision 
by the John Diefenbaker govern- 
ment 30 years ago to stop develop- 
ing the Avro Arrow, an advanced 
fighter plane, “Just when every- 
body else was getting into it.” 

Figures presented by Scarbor- 
ough economics officials showed 
the RT has added 5,000 jobs and 
millions of dollar of development 
to the area around pee aaa 
Town Centre, with the potential 
for much more. 

Metro Chairman Alan Tonks, 
who is also a TTC commissioner, 
said he also fears losing Canada’s 
“leading edge in transit technol- 
ogy.”

now our shared experience is an urban. 


one, instead of a collective consciousness 
of landscapes. True, information about 
threats to the environment bombards us, 
but in a diffuse, abstract way that largely 
fails to convey urgency or immediacy. Asa 
society we ignore our traditional connec- 


tions to the land. Modern agricultural: 


technology enables drastically fewer farm- 
ers to feed us. In cities and towns from 
coast to coast we wander shopping malls 
instead of fields and woods. We move at 


the pace of congested traffic past strip 
mails, instead of with more natural cur-. 
rents. 

The activity which epitomizes our urban . 
society is shopping. It has become both 
national recreation and obsession. Even if 
we are not spending money, we frequent

the malls, window-shopping. We make ex- 


cursions beyond our borders to neighbor- 


ing American cities, where there are even 
bigger mails, more stores. The chain 
stores, the franchises, the fast-food restau- 
rants give us the security of sameness. 
Ce in a superficial way, we 
move easily between cultures, as at home 
in Chattanooga as in Calgary, in Baltimore 
as in Barrie, in Tallahassee as in Toronto. 
This uniformity in our urban surroundings 
fails to provide the sense of aks of be- 
longing, that our awareness of the diversi- 
ty of landscapes did. 

Perhaps it was Inevitable that our ro- 
mance with our national landscapes would 
fade when they moved from postcard and 
documentary to the other side of the auto- 
mobile windshield. Perhaps our very mo- 
bility has jaded us. The splendor of the St. 
Lawrence, the grandeur of the Rockies, 
which once symbolized the aspirations 
and triumph of an unlikely nation, can 
seem just another two week vacation on 
an endless ribbon of blacktop, distances 
measured in stops at fast-food restaurants 
and chain hotels as much as in inspiring 
geography experienced. 

That geography was once the underpin- 
ning of our notion of Canada. In the past, 
however, perhaps we romanticized it too 
much, made it carry too much of the bur- 
den of our fragile unity. But any of us 
can remember, from our school days, 
when ‘from sea to shining sea” was a 
dizzying, exciting concept, one that de- 
fined a nation.

FINANCIAL/STAFFING/LEGAL IMPLICATIONS: 


Transport Canada has indicated that they will reduce the airport subsidy by $17,000 to make up 
the loss of revenue in parking; however, this $17,000 can be accommodated within the revenue 
received from our 10% Administration/Maintenance Fee and complies with the Transport 
Canada statement, "unless other revenue generating plans are implemented to offset this 
amount." 


Parking meters were installed in the small parking area adjacent to the Air Terminal Building. 
These parking meters have never been used or maintained for seven years. They will have to 
be reconditioned by the City of Hamilton Traffic Department at a cost of $3,500.00. We will 
discuss the method of paying for these repairs with Transport Canada.

BACKGROUND: 


The Airport Management Board at its meeting of February 13, 1992, when considering the 1992 
Operation and Maintenance Budget, requested the Airport Manager to bring back a report on 
parking charges in order to respond to Transport Canada’s directive of March 21, 1991 that by 
not introducing a charge for parking, Transport Canada has no choice other than to reduce the 
approved in principle level by the amount forecasted to be received unless other generating plans 
are implemented to offset this amount. 


We have discussed the matter of charged parking with the existing scheduled passenger air 
carriers and they are opposed to paid parking in that free parking encourages potential 
passengers to use Hamilton Airport rather than go elsewhere and your Board’s suggestion of a 
$1.00 surcharge per passenger to be included on the airline ticket in that they wish to remain 
competitve with other airports. We concur with their position on these matters that free parking 
should be maintained at the Hamilton Airport. 


In order to comply with Transport Canada’s directive of March 21, 1991, we instituted a 10% 
Administration/Maintenance Fee on all Hamilton Airport landing fees and leases. As a result 
of this 10% administration/maintenance fee, we estimate that we will receive approximately 
$60,000 in 1992. Transport Canada has indicated that they estimate that the net revenue from 
paid parking would be $17,000 which can be accommodated from the $60,000 
Administration/Maintenance Fee. 


We do, however, suggest that the two hour parking immediately adjacent to the Air Terminal 
Building be metered which will result in an estimated revenue of $3,000 to $5,000 per year.

The Airport Management Board at its meeting of May 14, 1992 requested that staff review the 
time limit on the small parking lot in front of the Air Terminal Building which presently has a 
two hour limit. 
Staff reviewed the two hour limit and have come up with the following conclusions:

d) There are people who go to the airport for various meetings with tenants or the 
airport administration office. Most meetings last between one and two hours.

BACKGROUND: 


The Hamilton Airport Budget Exception Report for the period ending April 30, 1992 is being 
forwarded to this Board pursuant to Regional Finance Policy. 


In 1992, Regional Council approved of a total budget for the airport in the amount of 
$1,745,020. Transport Canada agreed with the proposed budget which provided for a subsidy 
of $848,420. The difference of $896,600 is the projected revenue. 


This budget was subsequently increased by $4,800 by Transport Canada. This increase consisted 
of a decrease of $5,500 in ERS equipment (ie. computer, fitness equipment, etc.), an increase 
of $5,300 for Repairs - Runway Surfaces (runway painting) and an increase of $5,000 for 
Repairs - Air Conditioning (replacement of an air conditioning compressor). We are in 
agreement with this increase. Therefore, the approved Operation and Maintenance Budget for 
the Hamilton Airport is $1,749,820; projected revenues of $896,600, and a Federal Subsidy of 
$853,220. 


These figures do not include the Hamilton-Wentworth portion of the airport budget which is a 
total of $136,695, with a net cost of $98,295. 


We have reviewed the expenditures and revenues for January to April 30, 1992 and wish to 
report the following variances for the Transport Canada Subsidizable Airport Budget:

BACKGROUND: 


We are in receipt of a letter from J. R. Gerrie, Clerk-Administrator, The Corporation of the 
Township of Glanbrook, indicating that the Council of the Township of Glanbrook has pointed 
out that there are portions of the former Mount Hope Golf Course property that are very 
unsightly. 


The southerly portion of the former golf course will become part of airport lands through a 
Supplemental Agreement to the Head Lease which we expect to be fully executed within days. 
With these lands being incorporated into airport lands, they will be maintained to Transport 
Canada standards which requires a regular cutting schedule of 21 days during the grass growing 
season. 


The northerly portion of the former golf course is owned by the Regional Municipality of 
Hamilton-Wentworth under the control of the Economic Development Department known as the 
Hamilton Aeropark. The airport has an agreement with Economic Development to maintain 
their Aeropark to the same Transport Canada standards on a cost recovery basis. 


The former Mount Hope Golf Course will be maintained to the Transport Canada standards for 
Class III grass areas by airport staff. This level of maintenance will improve the appearance of 
the former Mount Hope Golf Course.

At the last Airport Management Board meeting when the above 
subject was debated, Councillor Wilson raised the issue 

of Bill C13 and its possible effect on the environmental 
hearing process involved in the lengthening of the long runway 
ac the ainport. 


Our consultants, Reinders and Associates, of Brampton have 
confirmed that the Bill was passed on March 19th. Also, in 

accord with Councillor Wilson's enquiry they have confirmed 

that the new bill does remove certain ambiguities and duplications 
between Federal and Provincial jurisdictions thereby making the 
matter more straightforward and expeditious. 


Hamilton Airport in our opinion is the only facility in the 
municipality whos true potential remains undeveloped. While we 
recognise that aviation is not a concern among the majority 

of they that do not fly, job creation most certainly is. Jobs 
is the biggest single concern of the working publics today jas 
attested to by all levels of government and the national and 
local media. Transport Canada has a rule of thumb that each job 
on an airport generates three more on the outside. 


As the recent hearings on expanding Pearson airport repeatedly 
confirmed, Hamilton is the only airport that can augment 
Toronto airport's capacity. Gatwick airport in England was the 
first ‘reliever' airport for London's Heathrow and now employs 
30,000 people and has become the second busiest international 
airport in the world. Proportionately speaking, Hamilton can 
duplicate Gatwick's achievment and growth. 


Our consultants believe that the environmental process could be 
accomplished in eight months. Even allowing four more for what 
appears to be the inevitability of bureauGhacia dallying and: Four 
more for construction (three is considered adequate), Hamilton 
could have a ten thousand foot runway by the end of summer, 1993. 


There is no shortage of supporting opinion as to the need. e 
A consultants report of 1989 (Feb.)commissioned at a cost of 

$25,000 and entitled ‘Hamilton Airport - Air Cargo and Courier 
Potential Study' repeatedly stressed the need for the TOPCO Lt. 
runway. More recently a letter presented to the Airport 

Management Board actually named a number of large airlines that 

would use our airport if the longer runway was available. I 

am myself in contact with another cargo airline that would 

relocate to Hamilton and several that would use the alr poOre 

given such an extension. 


Mr. Whynott, cannot the Regional, Municipality take a pro-active 
positive and forceful stance with the Federal Government 

through its Department of Transport to demonstrate the considerable 
benefits that will acrue to the Regional Municipality from this 
relatively simple addition of 2,000ft. to runway 12L/30R at our 
aLYpore? 


My own parent company would be willing to finance the project 
(as might several others) and lease it back to either the 
Federal Government or Municipality thereby eliminating the 
Capital cost problem. 


I am taking the liberty of copying this letter to each member 
of the Airport Management Board that they ‘may contribute their 
Support to your anticipated initiative on this proposal. e 


I would conclude this letter on the same note upon which it 

was commenced - ‘ what other facility in the Regional Murcia liey 
offers such potential for productive and enduring growth?!

In carrying out its mandate af determining and managing the 
implementation of a strategy for the Hamilton Airport, the AMB 
faces a variety of complex issues. 


In addition to the submission of its preliminary business 
plan to the AMB, in which the Hamilton Flying Club indicated its 
desire to remain a part of and to grow with the Hamilton Airport, 
the Board of Directors of the Flying Club felt that it may be 
useful for the AMB to consider certain facts which may be helpful 
in carrying out its task.

BACKGROUND 


In 1985, the Region upgraded Butter/Airport Road to provide an improved connection from 
Hamilton Airport to Highway #403. On November 17, 1987 Regional Council removed the 
Fiddler’s Road/Butter Road/Airport Road connection from the Truck Route By-law since 
the improved connection led to a significant number of trucks shortcutting along this route 
through Mount Hope, either originating at or destined to industrial areas further south on 
Highway #6.

ANALYSIS 


Speedy access to the Airport from Highway #403 is very important for the courier 
companies, Federal Express and United Parcel Service. Much of the material they handle 
is picked up or delivered in Hamilton to the Toronto urban area. The change in the truck 
route by-law has forced delivery trucks to travel Highway #403, Fiddler’s Green, Highway 
#53, Highway #6, Airport Road. The courier companies estimate that this adds ten to 
fifteen minutes to the time taken to reach Highway #403. It also directs additional truck 
traffic onto already busy routes and past four schools and 265 residences. 


Since the courier companies now provide 75+% of Airport revenues and have a significant 
potential for growth, it is important that Hamilton-Wentworth find a way to provide 
convenient truck access to the Airport. The most efficient solution appears to be the 
reinstatement of a portion of the former truck route, including Fiddler’s Green from 
Highway #53 to Butter Road, and Butter Road/Airport Road to the Airport entrance. 


Staff investigated several options leading to the proposed solution. 
OPTIONS 


1, A special amendment to the Truck Route By-law exempting truck traffic originating 
at or destined to the Airport. 


On the surface this is the simplest solution since it affects only Airport traffic and 
could be very easily enforced by police stopping any trucks which proceeded on 
Airport Road past the Airport in either direction. The disadvantage is that while the 
enabling legislation allows truck traffic to be classified for exclusion or inclusion, so 
far the only classifications have been based on the weight and other characteristics 
of the truck. Thus there may not be a basis for establishing a classification based on 
origin or destination. 


2: The original truck route could be reinstated. 
While this has the obvious advantage of maximum flexibility of Airport access, the 
disadvantage is, permitting tucks to shortcut through Mount Hope, and creating a 
potentially dangerous situation along Airport Road, particularly with regard to 
Mount Hope School.

Sh An alternate truck route could be established which would consist of Fiddler’s 
Green/Butter/Airport and Glancaster to Carluke Road. 


Since the intersection of Glancaster and Airport Roads is closer to the Airport truck 
driveway than the intersection of Airport Road and Highway #6, this would allow 
truck traffic to move from Highway #403 to the Airport. Since it is a less direct 
connection between Highway #403 and Highway #6 and requires additional turns, 
it would be less likely to be used as a shortcut than the original truck route. Carluke 
Road is already a truck route, part of a system which connects Highway #52 to 
Highway #6, thus any shortcutting traffic will not be directed through Mount Hope. 


4. Establish a new truck route - Fiddler’s Green/Butter/Airport Road as far as the 
Airport Driveway. 


The disadvantage of this option is that it creates a long dead-end truck route and a 
truck not destined to the Airport and not familiar with the truck route would have 
to back-track to Highway #53 or continue on illegally through Mount Hope. 
Any of these options could presumably be coupled with signage, both at the Airport and 
at Fiddler’s Green/Highway #53 intersection to emphasize the Airport truck route.

FINANCIAL/STAFFING/LEGAL IMPLICATIONS: 


The financing sources identified will provide sufficient funding to initiate a thorough and 
concise marketing effort. All funds will be derived from within existing Economic 
Development or Airport approved budgets. 


A designated, senior Airport Marketing and Development staff position will need to be 
appointed. Compensation will be allocated in the overall budget request of $200,000. It 
is likely that an existing Economic Development staff officer can undertake the Airport 
Marketing work program. 


BACKGROUND: 


Regional Council approved the Airport Marketing Plan prepared by the Economic 
Development department in December of 1991. The plan identified a budget allocation of 
$230,000. The document was forwarded to Transport Canada and approval was received 
in January of 1992 to fund 15 per cent of the total budget request to a maximum of $34,500. 


Regional Council originally limited total Regional expenditures to 30% of the marketing 
Plan total ($69,000) to implement the Plan, staff have identified other funding sources, 
which will increase the Region’s financial commitments, with minimal impact on existing 
programs. A revised budget of $200,000 is considered adequate. 


The Marketing Plan is dynamic in scope and nature. Its implementation can be done in 
phases reflective of changing market and economic conditions.

BACKGROUND: 


The members of the Organizational Sub-Committee appointed by the Board to deal 
with the matter of the organization of the Management Board attended the first meeting 
of that Sub-Committee, charged with the task of recommending to the Board, how the 
Board could function more effectively by clarifying the members roles and responsibilities. 
The sub-committee meeting focused on the issues of reporting responsibility, by-law 
authonity/interpretation, and whether or not the Board could ultimately move towards 
becoming a quasi-independent Board along the “responsibility spectrum” away from the 
“rubber-stamp* end. 


These principles were discussed and were accepted at our last meeting by the 
Board. 


PERSONAL PERSPECTIVE & RATIONALE: 


| had approached that sub-committee meeting believing that some functional 
Clarification was required of a more pragmatic nature, and near the conclusion of the 
meeting | tabled the items which were included in our last Board meeting as information. 
My perspective and rationale for suggesting the proposed structure, was that it seemed 
to me that, as a Board, we needed a mechanism which would enable us to conduct our 
meetings in a more expeditious and meaningful manner. And the belief behind this was 
that as we evolved, with time, into a more independent body, that with this independence 
would come a greater burden of responsibility. To facilitate this, | reasoned that if we 
could formally create smaller groups within the Board, which could then deal with agenda 
items for which they would be primarily responsible, then at the actual Board Meetings 
a spokesperson for that group could present a suitable recommendation for the Board to 
consider. And perhaps, this could serve to eliminate a degree of the exploratory 
discussion which takes place at the meetings, and replace it with more meticulously 
researched Sub-Committee recommendations. 


| personally get a sense at some of the meetings that on particular agenda items 
we “gloss over" them, while on others we spend a protracted period of time searching 
for clarity and understanding. 


These are my personal feelings which led to my concluding that it might be helpful 
to create a more effective structure for our Board and hence my approach at that Sub- 
Committee meeting. My purpose was not to diminish or demean anyone's input, but 
rather to enable us to collectively conduct our affairs in a more succinct and familiar 
fashion. 


Having made that leap in faith with the respect to the need for change, | then 
placed the Board into a context similar to what | would do for any consulting client. In 
that diagnostic context, | looked at how it was functioning, evaluated the participation 
rates, and quantified those relationships with time spent on each issue, complexity of 
issue, and evolving trends respecting decision making/decisions reached, and decision 
quality. In my view there was a compelling argument to be made for changing how we 
conduct our Board business..- | 


It's been my experience, that the simplest way to make a relatively large Board 
more effective, is to reduce it’s size. There are two ways to accomplish this. The first, 
which would involve a gradual downsizing, would take up to three years to implement; 
so my proposal only detailed the second alternative, in that it could be put into effect 
immediately. And that leads us back to the proposed structure which was included in last 
months material.

Est. total budget for production and materials, ad placements, and related direct sales 


support material is $80,000 


Advertising to concentrate on potential market size, accessibility, limited congestion, no 
curfew, lower costs, and the wide range of destinations served... ads will stress the 
connections available to users. Funds from airlines will be minimal, however, “in kind" 
services (tickets) will be supplied for promotional uses. This support will be used to 
leverage other media to supplement the campaign. 


The success of the two couriers companies currently operating at the Airport will be 
highlighted to adress this market. 


A central telephone number, ie. 546-UFLY, will be promoted with this number reaching 
a central source of airline information, with the ability to direct callers to appropriate 
airline ticket agents. 


It is recommended that a multi-media campaign including transit shelters and radio, with 
occasional print ads be utilized. Suggested ad layouts will be available for review and 
approval by the next Airport Management Board meeting, assuming that the Marketing 
sub - committee has an opportunity to meet prior to the event. 


Additionally, various trade shows and direct personal contact with commuter airlines, 
charter companies, travel agents, and cargo/courier firms. An example is the upcoming 
International Modal Cargo Show held in Florida September 15 -17. 


These marketing initiatives will supplement ongoing Economic Development activities 
pertaining to business development in and around the Airport.

BACKGROUND: 


The Hamilton Airport Budget Exception Report for the period ending June 30, 1992 is being 
forwarded to this Board pursuant to Regional Finance Policy. 


In 1992, Regional Council approved of a total budget for the airport in the amount of 
$1,745,020. Transport Canada agreed with the proposed budget which provided for a subsidy 
of $848,420. The difference of $896,600 is the projected revenue. 


Transport Canada has reconsidered its deletion of certain items in the Airport Operation & 
Maintenance Budget and now have provided an additional $65,800 to carry out these works. 
This increase consists of a decrease of $5,500 in ERS equipment (ie. computer, fitness 
equipment, etc.), an increase of $5,300 for Repairs - Runway Surfaces (runway painting), an 
increase of $5,000 for Repairs - Air Conditioning (replacement of an air conditioning 
compressor), an increase of $5,000 for Travel (Airport Manager Competition), an increase of 
$6,000 for Property Appraisals (property appraisals for land rental purposes), an increase of 
$25,000 for Encroachment Survey and an increase of $25,000 for Runway Crackfilling. We are 
in agreement with this increase. Therefore, the approved Operation and Maintenance Budget 
for the Hamilton Airport is $1,810,820; projected revenues of $896,600, and a Federal Subsidy 


) of $914,220.

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These figures do not include the Hamilton-Wentworth portion of the non-subsidized airport 
budget which is a total of $136,695, with a net cost of $98,295.

BACKGROUND: 
Attached to this report is the Hamilton Airport Passenger Embarkation Totals for 1991 and 1992. 


You will note that the total passenger embarkation for the second quarter of 1992 was 11,026 as 
compared to 20,186, a decrease of 9,160. This decrease is due to the termination of Canadian Partner’ s 
flights to Ottawa and Montreal and the commencement of Air Laurentian’s and Pem Air’s flights to 
Ottawa and Montreal using smaller aircraft. 


We anticipate that the current trend of passenger decreases over the last few years will not continue in 
1992 but will stabilize.

- what will be the direction of staff in addressing the role and importance 
of travel agents.

Background 


Hamilton Airport currently has four consumer airlines and two regular courier/cargo companies. 


PEM AIR - Ottawa return 
AIR LAURENTIAN - Ottawa return 
Montreal return 
U.S. AIR - Pittsburgh return 
NORTHWEST AIRLINK - Detroit return 
FEDERALDEXPRESS - Courier 
TRIPS - Courier 
VARIOUS CARGOPEIGH TS: 4 Cargo 


Through connections in Pittsburgh via U.S. Air and Detroit via Northwest, air travel anywhere 


in the world is possible with a departure from Hamilton Airport. 


All flights from Hamilton Airport are approximately one hour in length, making the initial leg 


of any destination a short one. 


According to sources involved with the consumer airlines, and airport management the airlines 
are operating at a load level of approximately 30-50%. With an aggressive marketing effort, it 


was felt that an 80% load level was attainable. 


Courier companies have enjoyed a successful relationship wit the airport and this can be 


capitalized on to help attract other similar Companies. 


Approximately 80% of all consumer flights taken from Hamilton Airport are booked through 
travel agents. This key target group must be given prominence in any marketing/promotional 


campaign undertaken. 


KEY BENEFITS Ge 


The Hamilton Airport as a product has some enviable benefits over other airports in the area. 
These key benefits must be aggressively portrayed to consumers, travel agents, charter and 


potential new airlines (consumer, and business). 


Potential Market Size 
The total market that Hamilton Airport serves is extensive, even without taking into account 


any potential business from Toronto. 


The airports geographic location serves the Niagara Peninsula, Hamilton/Wentworth, 
Burlington, Oakville, Guelph, Brantford and Kitchener/Waterloo. This is a key benefit for both 


consumer and business airlines (couriers etc.). 


Accessibility @ 
The Hamilton Airport is easily accessible from all points within the total market that it serves. 

The lack of traffic congestion, particularly during rush hour, cuts total travel time down 

significantly as opposed to Pearson. The Airport could also be an attractive alternative, 

distance wise, to travellers from the Kitchener, Guelph, Cambridge and Niagara areas, as 


opposed to Pearson. 


Congestion - Ease In and Out 
Hamilton Airport is congestion free, from both an approach standpoint, and the actual physical 
plant. This benefit is tremendous, particularly to business travellers. Check in, check out time 


is significantly reduced over Pearson, once again reducing total travel time. 


Night Flights 


This is an attractive benefit to couriers, cargo and charter companies as there are no restrictions 


on landing or taking off times. 


_ 


Costs 
The bottom line for many consumer and business travellers is cost. Hamilton Airport with free 


parking and reduced travel time/expenses provides a significantly lower cost that Pearson. 


Destinations Served 

The airlines at Hamilton Airport serve a number of points, with transfers to virtually anywhere 
in the world. Most flights out of the airport are approximately 1 hour in length. The main 
destinations that should be featured include Montreal, Ottawa, and the entire United States, 


world market. Western and Eastern Canada are not currently being adequently served. 


CO-OPERATIVE APEROACEH 


In order for the marketing campaign to be a success, a co-operative approach between the 


airport and the airlines is necessary. 


Based on initial discussions, funds to supplement the airport budget are limited, but the 
consumer airlines expressed a willingness to provide "in-kind" services (flights) for promotional 
use. This support will be used to leverage additional media time to supplement the campaign, 
in effect acting as a cash supplement. Each airline will be approached to provide this support, 


with the amount of specific media devoted to their company dependent on the committment. 


From a business standpoint, the two courier companies that currently utilize the Hamilton 
Airport can be featured as part of the creative message. These two companies are enjoying 
success at the facility, and by utilizing them in the campaign, a positive association with the 


Airport can be developed. 


The consumer airlines will also be called upon to provide in-kind support for a promotion 


targeted at travel agents. 


SR EGY 


Based on the preceeding, it is recommended that a campaign be developed that targets three 


specific areas. 


1) 


Consumer 

This campaign will consist of media advertising (see consumer media) and co-operative 
promotions. Timing for the campaign will be September-November. The media campaign 
will promote the key airport benefits as well as destinations. The promotional end of the 
campaign will reinforce destinations and the carriers that are serving them. It is also 
recommended that a central phone number be investigated that will provide information, 
or transfer the caller to the appropriate airline. This number should be easily identifiable, 
such as 546-UFLY. 


Business 
This portion of the campaign will consist of media advertising and public relations targeted 


at Canadian and U.S. commuter and cargo airlines, freight forwarders and corporate aircraft. 
Full details on the media campaign are provided in the Business Media section. 


The public relations component of this portion of the campaign will endeavour to obtain 


editorial in the publications being utilized to support the paid media campaign. 


A second component of the business campaign will be media advertising and promotion 
targeted at travel agents. This group-is extremely important as over 80% of all bookings 
come through them. The main objective is to get them to "pull up Hamilton" as an 


originating point. 


Details on the media campaign are provided in the Business Media section. 


The Travel agent promotion will be developed to provide incentives to recommend the 
airport. In-kind support provided by the airlines will be utilized as promotional tools, this 
could take the form of a contest based on bookings, or, dependent CO-op support, as a value 


incentive (eg. Ten trips to Ottawa, travel agent gets one free). 
This will help to combat the type of promotion the major airlines currently implement. 


Collateral Support 


A comprehensive kit/folder will be developed for use by airport in soliciting new business 
and following up leads. This package will be developed to highlight all the key benefits, as 


well as being flexible to allow for custom presentations.

Radio has been recommended for the following reasons: 


1) It's ability to reach the defined geographical area by utilizing stations that originate in 
Hamilton. (see Exhibit I) 


2) Radio is promotion oriented which will allow for the campaign to be extended with on- 


air promotion leveraged by in-kind contributions. 


3) Radio creative can be changed and targeted by station, by week, or even by day at © 


affordable costs.

The aboveencted proposals have been granted preliminary Land Use 
approval subject to the following comments and requirements that 
must be met and accepted by the two proponents. 


As you are aware, it has been necessary to obtain approval from our 
Headquarters to a "deviation" to T.C. standards contained in TP 
312E, Part 1, Section 14.13.1, which concerns private taxiways 
connecting directly to runways 12L/30R and 06/24 respectively at 
your airport. The use of these taxiways by aircraft based at the 
associated private apron facilities will result in greater 
backtracking and runway eccupancy time. This will increase the 
potential for conflicts at the airport and impact operations in 
areas such as aircraft delays. The degree to which the impact and . 
additional risk is incurred is diractly affected by the volume and 
type of traffic utilizing these runways. 


Because the impact and risks associated with this "deviation" on 
traffic and volumes, the following offsetting "Conditions" are to 
be implemented. As traffic volumes and mix develop, the 
requirement will progress from Condition one to three in order to 
provide the same “equivalent level of. safety" under changed 
circumstances. Airport Management will implement the next higher 
set of offsetting conditions when advised by Transport Canada 
Aviation Group (T.¢C.A.G.) Ontario Region that the requirement 
exists.

Based on the current stata of operations at Hamilton Airport 
an equivalent level of safety can be provided through means of 
the following communications strategy: 


a) An entry on the upper left corner of the CAP approach 
plates and the remarks section of the CFS reading: 
"Caution: Extensive backtracking on runway 12L/30R and 
06/24." 


b) Procedures placed in documents such as the flight 
operations manuals of air carriers routinely using the 
private apron, to ensure that pilots of aircraft are 
aware of the potential hazard. 


These procedures should highlight the potential for 
conflict during backtracking, the requirement to 
continuously monitor the ATF (Aerodrome Traffic 
Frequency) when the tower is closed, and the need to 
broadcast intentions prior to crossing the taxiway 
holding point and upon reaching the runway threshold. 


c) A sign to remind aircraft departing the private aprons to @ 
continuously monitor the ATF when the tower is closed and 
to broadcast their intentions prior to crossing the 
taxiway holding point and upon reaching the runway 
threshold. 


a) Traffic volume growth and the aircraft mix will create a 
more complex environment. As the Final Point Rating 
(FPR) reaches 15, the control tower hours of operation 
will be extended. This action will respond to the 
requirement for maintaining the equivalent level of 
safety as traffic increases. 


CONDITION ITI 
When the requirement is identified by T.C.A.G., an equivalent 
level of safety must be provided through & combination 
strategy as follows: 


a) The communications strategy as set out in Condition TI 
will be implemented or remain in force. 


b) The construction of an abbreviated parallel taxiway 
system, such parallel taxiways to extend:

It is also suggested that 
your Licence place the responsibility on the proponents to pay for 
all costs associated with the construction of tha required 
abbreviated parallel taxiway systems and the full length parallel 
taxiway systems in accordance with Transport Canada standards as 
required under Conditions II and III. Transport Canada will not be 
responsible for any costs associated with the construction of the 
parallel taxiway requirements.

Certificate with the deviation noted therein will ba required. The 
axisting Airport Operations Manual (A.O.M.) will also require 
amendment to include the three conditions which form the basis of 
the permitted deviation.

be a negative impact on a future curved path approach to runway 06. 
As you are aware, curved path approaches are intended to increase 
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airport capacity and enhance air traffic control's ability to 
integrate aireraft in terminal areas. Airport Management is hereby 
advised that the reduction of the M.L.S. coverage area may have an 
impact on the airport's ability to fulfil its potential role in the 
Southern Ontario transportation structure and is therefore to be 
guided accordingly. 


Attached are some "Ganeral Requirements" to be brought to the 
attention of the proponents as they prepare their submissions for 
final land use approval. 


It should be noted that no consideration for final land use 
approval will be considered until the proponents agree to the three 
conditions contained in the "deviation" and such agreement is 
incorporated in each proponent's licence. 


We trust that the foregoing clarifies our position in this matter.

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GENERAL REQUIREMENTS 


Vehicle parking within 3 metres on either side of security 
fencing 1s not permitted. 


All lighting must be glare free with shields to eliminate or 
minimize glare. 


Aluminium lighting poles should not be used. It is suggested 
that concrete or steal poles be inatalled. 


Underground ducts are to be installed under the taxiway and 
must conform to Transport Canada standards. 


Illuminated signs are to be installed in accordance with 
Transport Canada standards (TP 312E) and signs shall be 
aquipped with frangible couplings at base of support legs. 


The design and construction of the taxiways shall be in 
accordance with Transport Canada standards as detailed in TP 
312, TP 210, TP 1247, TP 308 and TP 7775. 


Design and construction drawings at the 30%, 60% and 90% stage 
are to be submitted to Transport Canada for review and 
approval. The 100% drawings are to be included in the 
submission for final Land Use approval.

The Regional Municipality of Hamilton-Wentworth is the owner of the lands which 
make up the "Greater Hamilton Airport Business Park". These lands were previously 
part of the Mount Hope Golf Course adjacent to Hamilton’s Civic Airport. It is the 
Region’s intention to develop the lands as commercial and light industrial businesses, 
associated with airport activity. 


On June 3, 1991, the Region received draft plan approval for the lands in the 
subdivision which are shown on the attached Registered Plan 62R-12209. Part 1 of Plan 
62R-12209 is in the process of being sold by the Region to Southern Ontario Aviation 
who will be building a major support area for the Hamilton Airport. 


We have also enclosed a proposed plan of subdivision for Phase 1 of "The Greater 
Hamilton Airport Business Park" which shows 8 lots along the southerly side of Glanair 
Drive and Aeropark Boulevard. The Region is in the process of making an official 
application of Engineering Drawings, Drainage Study and an Environmental Assessment 
Report to Transport Canada for their review and approval. Once the Region receives 
approval from Transport Canada, we will proceed with the development of the Phase 1 
lands. In the meantime, the Region will be transferring the lands required for Glanair 
Drive and Aeropark Boulevard to the Township of Glanbrook. The land transfer will 
allow the roadways to be built and opened by By-Law in conjunction with the 
development of the lands being acquired by Southern Ontario Aviation. It is expected 
that construction of the roadways will begin in the near future.

BACKGROUND: 


Staff have maintained discussions with Transport Canada since the announcement that the 
Aircraft Hangar Services Division would be relocated from Pearson International to 
Hamilton Airport approximately one year ago. During this time numerous companies have 
expressed an interest in leasing parts of Lot C-1 to C-11. Two current airport tenants, 
engaged in the cargo business originally sought to expand and relocate their facilities to 
these identified lands. Both of these clients have since retracted their interest. 


Meetings with these companies and Transport Canada officials identified a possible need 
to improve the strength and capacity of the runway from general aviation to cargo related 
aircraft. The Region has been requested to finance $250,000, which is the estimated cost 
of upgrading the taxi-way from a PLR 7 toa PLR 10+. (Refer to Attach.) The taxi-way 
would be utilized by all interests who lease any of Lots C-1 to C-11, as well as general 
aviation traffic, making it difficult to provide a fair and equitable cost recovery. 


During this time, two off airport parcels of land, perhaps more suitable to cargo related 
industry have progressed to various stages of development, i.e., Air Terminal Services, 
Southern Ontario Aviation Services. Further, a staff report requesting direction pertaining 
to development of Lots C-12 & C-13 (former INTACT lands) will be presented at the next 
Airport Management Board meeting. 


The need to upgrade the taxi-way to this strength capacity of PLR 10+ appears no longer 
to be required. There are suitable lands on and off the Airport fully capable of meeting the 
needs of the cargo/courier industry. It is difficult to justify the expenditure to accommodate 
an industry which has clearly changed its focus and direction to other more appropriate land 
parcels. 


It is not intended that these lands will be used for any other purpose other than general 
aviation, and thus the need to expense these funds from either Regional or Transport 
Canada sources does not appear warranted.

RE. TAXTWAY ACCESS FOR LOTS C-1 TO C-11 - DEVELOPMENT AND DESIGN 
CONSIDERATIONS 


I am writing in response to your letter of May 11, 1992, concerning negotiations with United 
Parcel Service and the Regional Municipality’s expressed interest in pursuing similar 
development opportunities for the lot C-1 to C-11 area. 


As you know, the Aircraft Services Directorate (AAF) is sponsoring the construction of a new 
taxiway into the C-1 to C-11 area as part of its hangar development proposal. Last year, 
Public Works Canada (PWC) was engaged by AAF to prepare design drawings and 
specifications for the taxiway facility. That assignment has now been substantially completed. 
The taxiway has been designed to meet the requirements of AAF’s Challenger aircraft 
(Canadair CL 601). That is, code "C" (15 metre width) with a pavement load rating (PLR) 
of 7. At present, AAF is awaiting a screening decision and Ministerial direction respecting 
implementation of the hangar project. (Lease vs. Crown construct options are being assessed.) 


As discussed over the course of the past year, there has been some anticipation that an air 
courier and/or freight operation - utilizing B727 and B757 aircraft-types might wish to locate 
within the development area. In order to satisfy the operational requirements of these aircraft 
it has been determined that a code "D" (18 metre width) taxiway with a minimum pavement 
load rating of 10+ will be required. The most practical and cost effective method of 
achieving this increased pavement strength is to deepen the excavation and increase the amount 
of granular sub-base and base materials. PWC has estimated that the cost of upgrading the 
taxiway to meet the code "D", PLR 10+ standard (utilizing this approach) will be in the order 
of $250K. This estimate includes professional fees associated with the re-design. Should 
construction proceed based on the current design, however, the costs associated with future 
upgrading may well prove prohibitive.

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It is apparent that a decision must now be taken with respect to the development objectives 
associated with the lot C-1 to C-11 area. If the area is to be made available for air 
courier/freight operations as well as to general aviation interests then the taxiway should be 
constructed to the more demanding standard. The Airports Group and the Aircraft Services 
Directorate remain supportive of the RMHW’s development interests, however, neither Group 
is in a position to sponsor the construction of the upgraded taxi and neither has the funding 
required for such an undertaking in its current budget delegation. The Regional Municipality 
of Hamilton Wentworth is clearly in the best position to assess the site’s market potential and 
the veracity of private sector development interest. 


Accordingly, it is requested that due consideration be given to the development objectives for 
the lot C-1 to C-11 area and to the ability and willingness of the Regional Municipality to 
absorb the costs associated with upgrading of the proposed taxiway. As you will appreciate, 
time is of the essence with respect to this matter. The initial assessment phase of the 
environmental review will be completed by mid October and Public Works are preparing, 
Subject to the Minister’s approval, to implement the first stage of construction at that time. 
(This target assumes that the screening decision supports the project’s implementation.) As 
the re-design of the taxi is expected to take approximately six (6) weeks it is imperative that 
PWC be given instruction as soon as possible in order that the current schedule not be further 
delayed. ; 


I appreciate that this matter will have to be considered by the Airport Committee and I regret 
the short notice given. If you are able to provide some early indication of the Committee’s 
disposition I will make the necessary arrangements to ensure that the design work is not 
delayed. Nonetheless, a formal commitment from the Regional Municipality to fund the costs 
associated with the upgraded taxi (should that be the decision taken) will be required not later 
than September 1, 1992. Should you have any suggestions with respect to the process and/or 
details of an Agreement for cost recovery I would be pleased to discuss them with you.

Funds have been identified in the overall Airport Marketing Budget in the amount of 
$200,000. The media and print marketing campaign identified a dollar requirement of 
$94,724. Expenditures will not be undertaken without the direction of the Airport 
Management Board and approval of Regional Council. 


Direct sales expenditures, salaries and research will be undertaken and final pursuant to the | 
appended marketing plan. 


BACKGROUND: 


The Marketing Plan was prepared by staff of the Economic Development Department and 
approved by Regional Council in November of 1991. Staff have been implementing various 
aspects of this marketing plan since approval. 


Following approval of the revised Marketing plan budget in June, staff commenced 
discussion of a detailed media and promotion campaign. The Region’s Agency-of-Record 
(Olynyk, King and Duda) prepared a campaign for the consideration of the Airport 
Management Board. The Airport Management Board Marketing Sub-Committee has 
reviewed the marketing campaign and general endorsed the concepts and material. 
_ However, the subcommittee recommended no dollars be expended until the full board has 
had an opportunity to view the campaign. 


The marketing campaign identifies selected aviation related activities serving to promote 
and increase awareness of the Airport to the consumer public within the identified 
catchment area. The campaign is realistic in its objectives and the dollars allocated. It does 
not strive to promote the services of any one Airport tenant, but endeavours to increase 
awareness and exposure of the Airport in general. The campaign will be implemented in 
co-ordination with, and with the direct support of current air carriers serving the Airport. 
Their support will be used to leverage the Region’s commitment to maximize the campaign’s 
effectiveness.
